S.R.O. 1371, --In exorcise of the powers conferred by section 169 of the Represen- 
tation of the People Act. 1951 (XLTII of 1951). the Central Government, after 
consulting the Election Commission, is pleased to make the following Rules, 
namely; — 

THE REPRESENTATION OF THE PEOPLE (CONDUCT OF ELECTIONS AND 
ELECTION PETITIONS) RULES, 1951. 

PART I 

Preltmlnary 

1. Short title and commencoment.-^(l) These rules may be called the 
■Representation of the People (Conduct of Elections and Election Petitions) Rules, 
1951. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

3. Interpretation. — (1) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “form" means a form in Schedule I and Includes any translations 

thereof In any language specified in the Eighth Schedule to the 
Constitution; 

(b) “Schedule” means a Schedule to these rules; 

(c) “section” means a section of the Act; 

(d) “serial number of an elector in an electoral roll” Includes such parti- 

culars regarding, the name or description of the electoral area in 
reference to which the said electoral roll has been prepared as will 
identify the entry relating to such elector In that electoral roll; 

(e) “the Act” means the Representation of the People Act. 1951 (XLIII of 

1951); 

'(f) “validly nominated candidate’’ means a candidate who has been duly 
nominated and has not withdrawn his candidature In the manner 
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and within the time speeifled in sub-section (1) of section .17 or .in that 
sub-section read with sub-scction (4) of section .19, as the case may 
be. 

(2) For the purposes of the Act or these rules, a person who is unable to 
write his name shall, unless otherwise expressly provided in thes'e rules, be 
deemed to have signed an instrument or other paper if he has placed a mark on 
such Instrument or othfcr paper in the presence of the Returning Officer or the 
presiding officer or such other officer ns may be specitled in this behalf by the 
Election Commission and such officer on being satisfied as to his identity has attested 
the mark as being the mark of such person. 

(3) References in these rules to the Returning Officer shall, unless the context 
otherwise requires, bo deemed to include an Assistant Returning Officer perform- 
ing any function which he is authorised to perform under sub-section (2) of 
section 22. 

(4) References In these rules to Ibe presiding officer shall, unless the context 
otherwise requires, be deemed to include any person performing any function' 
which he is authori.5ed to perform under sub-section (2) or sub-section (3), as 
the case may be, of section 26. 

(5) Any requirement under these rules that a notification, order, declaration, 
notice or list issued or made by any authority shall be published in the Official 
Gazette shall, unless otherwise expressly provided in these rules, be construed 
as a requirement that the notification, order, declaration, notice or list shall be 
published in the Gazette of India if It relates to an election to, or membership 
of, either House of Parliament or to a primary election, and In the Official Gazette 
of the State If it relates to an election to, or membership of, the House or either 
House of the Legislature of a State. 

(6) The General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897) shall apply for the interpreta:- 
tlon of these rules as it applies for the interpretation of an Act of Parliament. 

PART 11 

Conduct of Election.s 
CHAPTER I 
General Provisions 

3. Public petlce of Intended election. — ^The public notice of the intended 
election refeired to in section 31st or in sub-section (3) of section 39 shall be given 
in Form 1 and it shall, subject -to any general or special directions issued in that 
behalf by the Election Commission, be published m such manner, in such language 
or languages and in such places as the Returning Officer thinks fit. 

4. Form of nomination paper, — Every nomination paper delivered under sub- 
section (1) of section 33 or under that sub-section read with sub-section (4) of section 
39 shall be completed in the form specified in Schedule II. 

5. declaration as to symbol to accompany nomination paper In certain cases.^ 

(1) Tlic Election Commission shall, as soon as may be after the commencement 
of the.TC rules, by notification in the Official feazettc, publish a list of symbols and- 
may in like manner add to or vary such list. 

(2) In constituencies other than \...nL»nCil constituencies, every nomination paper 
delivered under sub-section (1) Of section 33 shall bo also accompanied by a 
declaration in writing specifying the particular symbol which the candidate has 
chosen for his first preference out of the list of symbols for the time being In 
force under sub-rule (1) and also specifying two other symbols out of that Ust 
which he has chosen for his second and third preferences respectively: 
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Provided thal the ^choice to be made by a candidate under this sub-rule shall 
be subject to such restrictions as the Election Commission 7nay think flit to Impose 
in that behalf. 

G. Verification of certain declarations In the case of constituencies having; 
reserved seats.— In a constituency where any seat is reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes or for an autonomous district of Assam 
other than the constituency comprising the cantonment and municipality of 
ShiJiong, the declaration referred to in the first or the second proviso, as the case 
may be, to sub-section (3) of section 33 shall be verified by the candidate on oath 
or .sciemn affirmation before a magistrate; 

Provided that no stamp duty shall be payable for suc;h verification. 

7. Issue of certain certificates by the Election Commission. — A certificate issued 
by thd Election Commission under sub-section (3) of section 9 or under the third 
proviso to sub-section (3) of section 33 or under the said proviso read with sub- 
section (4) of section 39 shall be signed by the Secretary to the Election Commission 
and shall bear the official seal of the Election Commls.sion. 

8. Form of notice of nomination. — The notice of nomination to be .affixed 
under section 35 or under that section read with sub-section (4) of.section 39 shall 
be in Form 2.

9 . Notice of withdrawal of candidature. — (1) A notice of withdrawal of candi- 
dature under sub-section (1) of section 37 or under that sub-section read wUh-.^ 
sub-section (4) of section 39 shall contain the particulars set out in Form 3. ;On 
receipt of such notice, the Returning Officer shall note thereon the date on which 
and the hour at which it was delivered. 

(2) The notice of withdrawal to be affixed under sub-section (3) of section 
37 or under that sub-section read with .sub-section (4) of section 39 shall be in 
Form 4. 

10. Preparation and publication of the list of valid nominations. — (1) If in any 

constituency other than a Council constituency the number of validly nominated 
candidates exceeds the number of seats to be filled, the Returning Officer shall, 
before preparing a li.st of valid nominations under section 38, consider the choice 
as respects symbols expressed by fhe candidates in the declarations referred to 
in sub-rule (2) of rule 5 delivered by them along with their nomination papers, 
and shall, subject to any general or .special directions issued in this behalf by the 
Election Commission, assign a different .symbol to each candidate In conformity as 
far as practicable with his choice. If more candidates than one indicate their 
preferences for the same symbol, the Returning Officer shall decide b.y lot to which 
of those candidates the .symbol will be assigned. The decision of the Returning 
Officer in assigning any symbol to a candidate under this sub-rule, shall be final. 

(2) The list of valid nominations referred to in section 38 or in that section 
read with sub-scction (4) of section 39 shall be prepared in such language or 
languages as the Election Commission may direct and shall contain the name.s in 
alphabetical order and addres.ses of the validly nominated candidates as given 
in the nomination papers, The alphabetical order shall bo determined with 
reference to the surnames of candidates having surnames and the names proper 
of other candidates, and II the list Is prepared in more than one language the name.s 
of candidates therein shall be arranged in alphabetical order according 
to the script of such one of those languages as fiie Election Commission may direct 
In the case of an election In a constituency to which the provisions of sub-rule (1) 
apply, the list shall indicate the symbol assigned to each candidate and In the 
case of an election in a constituency where the seats to be filled Include one or 
more seats reserved for the .Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, the list 
shall also indicate the names of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or 
the Scheduled Tribes by iweans of suitable distinguishing marks. 
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(■3) Every such list of valid nominations shall be prepared in Form 5 and the 
Returning Oflicer shall immediately alter its preparation cause a copy of the list 
so prepared to be affixed in some conspicuous place in his office. 

(4) In every case where a symbol has been assigned to a candidate under sub- 
rule (1), such candidate or his election agent shall forthwith be informed of the 
symbol so assigned and be supplied with a specimen thereof ' by the Returning 
Officer, 

11. Publication of the list of validly nominated caudidatc,s in the case of an 
election at which a poll Is to be taken.- -If at an election the number of validly 
nominated candidates exceeds the number of seats to be llllecl, the Returning 
Officer shall publish in the Official Gazette and in such other manner as the 
Election Commission may direct the list of validly nominated candidates at such 
election oi Form 5 together with all the particulars regarding such c'andidates 
mentioned in that form. In the case of an election at which the method of 
voting by ballot boxes shall be followed, the list to be published under this rule 
shall specif, y the date or dates and the hours of polling at such election, 

13. Appointment of polling agents.-— (1) At an election at which a poll is to be 
taken and the method of voting by ballot boxes is to be followed, each validly 
nominated candidate, or his election agent, may at least three da.ys before the 
commencement’ of the poll appoint under section 4fi one agent and two relief 
agents to act as polling agents of such candidate at each polling station, or where 
a polling .station ha.s more than one polling booth, at each such polling booth, or at 
the place fixed under .sub-.section (1) of section 29 for the poll, a.s the case may be; 
end .such appointment shall be made by a letter in writing in duplicate in Form 6 
signed by the candidate or his election agent. 

(2) As soon as may be after the appointment of each polling agent of a 
candidate, and in any case at least'thrce days before tho commencement of the 
poll, the candidate or his election agent shall give notice of the appointment to 
the Returning Officer by forwarding to such officer the letter of appointment 
referred to in sub-rule (1). 

(3) The candidate or his election agent shall also deliver the duplicate copy of 
the letter of appointment to the polling agent who shall on the date fixed for the 
poll present the cop,y to, and sign the declaration contained therein before, the 
presiding officer l f the polling station or the Returning Officer presiding over the 
place fixed under tub-section (1) of section 29 for the poll, where such polling agent 
i.s appointed for duty, and the pre.siding officer or the Returplng Officer, as the 
case may be, shall thereafter retain It in his custody, and no polling agent shall 
be allowed to perform any duty at the polling station or at the place fixed for the 
poll unle.ss he has complied with the provisions of this sub-rule. 

13. Appointmeni of counting a, gent. — (1) Each such candidate as is ir.enlic.ncu 
in sub-rule ( 1 ) of rule 12 or his eleciioii agent may before the con'.mencement 
of the counting of votes appoint under section 47 a counting agent cf such 
candidate by a letter in writing in duplicate in Form 6 signed by the candidate or 
his election agent. 

(2) As soon as may be after the appointment of the counting agent of a can- 
didate, and in any case before the commencement of tho counting of votes, the 
candidate or his election agent shall give notice of the appointment of such 
counting agent to the Returning Officer by forwarding to such officer the letter 
of appointment referred to in -sub-rulo (1). 

(3^ The candidate or his election agent shall also deliver the duplicate copy 
of the letter of appointment to the counting agent who -shall, on the date fixed 
for the counting of votes, present the copy to, and sign the declaration contained 
therein before, the Returning Officer and the Returning Officer shall thereafter 
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retain it in his custody, and no counting agent shall be allowed to perform any 
duty at the counting of votes unless he has complied with the provisions of this 
sub-i ule. 

H. Revocation of the appointment or death of a polling agent. — (1) The revo- 
cation of the appointment of a polling agent under sub-seetion (1) of section 
48 shall — ■ 

(a) in the case where the appointment is revoked not less than seven 

days before the commencement of the poll, be lodged with the 
Returning Officer, and 

(b) in aity other case, be lodged with the presiding officer of the polling 

station or the Heturning Officer presiding over the place dxed under 
sub-scctlon (1) of section 2;i for the poll, where such polling agent 

' wa^ appointed for duty. 

(2) If the polli?ig agent of a candidate dies before the dose of tha poll, the 
candidate or his election agent shall forthwith report in writing the fact of such 
death — 

(a) in the case where the death takes place not less than seven days be- 

fore the commencement of the poll, to the Returning Officer, and 

(b) in any other case, to the pre.dding officer of the polling station or the 

Returning Officer presiding over the place fixed under sub-section 
(1). of section 29 for the ptU, where such polling agent was appointed 
for duty. 

(3) The Returning Officer for a consllluency shall, on receipt of any i evoca- 

tion of the appointment, or the report of the death, of a polling agent under sub- 
rule (1) or suD-rule (2), communicate the fact forthwith to the presiding officer 
'1 the polling station where .such polling agent was appointed for duty, 

(4) In (he event of such revocation or of the death of a polling agent bcft.re 

the clo.so of the poll, the candidate cr hi’ election agent may. at any time before 
the poll is clo.sed make a fres.(i appointment under sub-scctlon (1) of .section 
48 of another polling agent by a letter In writing in Form 6 and shall forthwith 
give notice of such appoititment — , 

fa) in the case where such appointment Is made not less than Sf-ven days 
before the commencement of the poll, to the Returning Officer, and 

(b) In any other case, to the presiding officer of the polling station or the 
Returning Oilicer presiding over the place fixed under .sub-scction (1) 

of section 29 for the poll, where the new polling agent is appointed 

for duty, 

by forwarding the letter of appointment of the new polling agent to such 
Returning Officer or presiding officer, as the case may be, and the provisions of 
sub-rule (3) of rule 12 shall apply in relation to a polling agent appointed under 
this sub-rule as they apply in relation to a polling agent appointed under sub- 
rule (1) of that rule. 

15. Revocation of the appointment or death of the counting agent.— (1) If 

the counting agent of a candidate dies before the completion of the counting of 
votes, the candidate or his election agent shall forthwith report in writing the fact 
of such death to the Returning Olficer. 

(2) In the event of a revo(;ation of the appointment or of the death of the 
counting agent of a candidate, the candidate or his election agent may make a 
fresh appointment under sub-secricn (2) of section 48 of another counting agent 
by a letter in writing in Form 6 and shall forthwith give notice of such c.ppomt- 
menf to the Returning Officer by forwarding the letter of appointment of tha 
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new counting agent to such Officer and the provisions of sub-rule (3) of rule 13 
shall apply in relation to a counting agent appointed under this sub-rule as they 
apply in relation to a counting agent appointed under sub-rule (1) of that rule. 

16. Publication of the hours fixed for polling. — The hours fixed for polling 
under section .16 shall be published by notification in the Official Gazette and 
In .sa'’h oiher manner as the Election Ccmmisslon may direct. 

CHAPTER II 

Voting at elections In constituencies other than Council constituencies 

17. Admis,sion to polling stations. — (1) The presiding officer sli^U regulate the 
number of electors to be admitted at any one time Inside the polling station or 
a prlling booth and shall exclude therefrom all other per.sons except — 

(a) the polling officers; 

(b) each candidate, his election agent, and one polling agent of each 

candidate: 

(c) the police officers and other public servant.s on duty; 

(d) the companions of blind or infirm electors who cannot move without 

help, and 

(e) sue;i other persons as the presiding officer may from time to time 

admit for the purpose of identifying electors or otherwise assisting 
him in takh;!' the poll. 

(2) The presiding officer shall close the polling statiqn at the hour fixed in 
that behalf under section 56 and shall not admit thereto any elector after that 
hour; 

Provided that all electors present within the polling station before It is so 
dosed shall be entitled to have their votes recorded. 

(3) If any question arises as to whether any elector shall, for the purpose 
of the proviso to sub-rule (2), be deemed to be present within the polling station 
before it is closed, the question shall be referred for the decision of the presid- 
hig officer of such polling station and hi.', decision shall be final. 

18. Arraneemenja for secrecy of voting and special facilities for women elec- 
tors at polling stations. — (1) Each polling station and, where a polling station 
has more than one polling booth, each such polling booth shaU be furnished with a 
compartment (referred to in the.se rules as a "polling compartment”) In which 
electors can, one after another, cast their votes screened from observation, and 
no elector shall be allowed to enter such polling compartment when another elector 
is inside the same for the purpose of recording his vote. 

(2) Each polling station shall conlain one or such larger number of polling 
booths as the Returning Officer may fix and each such polling booth shall be set 
apart for the recording of votes of electors for a separate polling area or of votes 
of electors specifically allotted to such booth: 

Provided that the Returning Officer may direct — 

(a) that a polling booth with separate entrance and exit .shall be provided 

for the taking of vo+es of women electors of any specified polling 
area and a different polling booth In the same polling station shall 

be provided for the men electors of that area; or 

(b) that men and women electors shall, for the purpose of recording their 

votes, be admitted into the polling station or into any polling booth 
in such station alternately In separate batches. 
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(3) The Iletumiag OfHeer or tho pre.sidlng officer may appoint a "voman to 
serve as an attendant at any polling .station to assist women electors and also 
to assist the presiding officer generally in taking the poll in respect of women 
electors and. in paitirndar, to help in searching any woman elector in case it 
becomes so necessary. 

(4) For the purpose of Identification of a woman elector, her husband or 
any other near relati /e may be permitted b.y the presiding officer at his discretion to 
accompany her inside the polling station, but such person shall not be permitted 
to accompany her inside the polling compartment. 

19. Provision of ballot boxes with symbols of candidates and of other articles at 
the polling station. — (1) The Returning Officer shall provide at each polling station 
or, where a polling stallon has more than one polling booth, at each such polling 
booth, one ballot box for each one of the candidates and all such ballot boxes shall 
be so placed in the polling compartment that when an elector inserts a ballot paper 
in any box no other person can see how he has voted. 

(2) The symbol assigned to each candidate under sub-rule (1) of rule 10 
shall be printed on labels which shall be pasted both inside and outside a ballot 
box a id such ballot box shall then be deemed to have been allotted to that can- 
didate. Each ballot box or any of its component parts or attachments, shall also 
be marked with such other distinguishing mark or marks as the Chief Electoral 
Officer may, In accordance with the general or special instructions Issued In that 
behalf by the Election Commission, direct. 

(.3) Outside and inside each polling station there shall be displayed promi- 
rjeiitly — 

(a) a notice specifying the polhi:g area the electors of which are entitled to 

vote at the polling station or, where the polling station has more 
than one polling booth, atf each one of such booths, or the descrip- 
tion of the electors allotted to any such booth, and 

(b) another notice giving the name of each candidate In the same language 

or languages and in the same order In which the names of such 
candidates appear In the list of vaUdly nominated candidates at the 
election published under rule 11 together with the description of the 
symbol which has been assigned to each such candidate under sub- 
rule (1) of rule 10. 

(4) The Returning OlRcer shall also provide at each polling station a sufficient 
number of ballot papers and copiet of the electoral rolls in respect of the polling 
area or areas the electors of which are entitled to vote at such polling station 
a well as such other equipmenfis and accessories as may be required for taking the 
poll at such polling station. 

30. Official mark on ballot papers. — (1) The Election Commission may direct 
that before an 3 ' ballot paper is oelivered to tin elector at a polling station It shall 
be marked with such official mark as may bo .specified by the Election Cemmis- 
slon in thi.c behalf, and the official mark so specified shall be kept secret, 

(2) When any such direction has been Issued by the Election Commis.sion, the 
Returning Officer shall provide at the polling station concerned instruments for 
stamping the officiai mark on the ballot papers, 

21. Ballot boxes to be locked and .sealed before the commencement of poll.— 

<1J Eveiy ballot box shall be of such design and colour as have been previously 
approved of by the Election Commis.sion. It .shall be so constructed that ballot 
papers can be introduced therein but cannot be withdrawn therefrom without 
the box being unlocked and the seals being broken. 

(2) The presiding officer at each polling station shall Immediately before the 
commencement of the poll allow inspection of each ballot box to be used at the 
poll to the candidates, iheir election agents and their polling agents who may 
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be prefie^t at sueh statlow, and demonstrate to them and to all other persons pre- 
sent that It is empty and that labels have been affixed both inside and ontside 
the box and the distinguishing mark or marks have been made in the box or in 
any of its component parts or attachments in accordance with the provisions of 
sub-rule (2) of’ rule 19-. 

(3) Where It Is necessary to use a paper seal for securing the ballot box, the 
presiding officer shall thereafter fix in the space meant therefor in each such box 
a paper seal provided for the purpose. lie shall also affix on such paper seal his 
own signature or seal and obtain thereon the signatures or seals of such candidates 
or of such election or polling agents of the candidates as may be present and may 
desire to affix such signatures or seals. He shall then secure and seal each box 
in their presence in such manner that the .silt In the box for Insertion of ballot 
papers therein remains open. 

(4) Where it Is not necessary to use a paper seal for securing a ballot box, 
the presiding officer shall, after complying with the provisions of sub-rule (2) secure 
and seal the box in such manner that the slit in the box for Insertion of ballot 
papers therein remains open and shall also allow the candidates or their election 
nr polling agents who may be present to affix their own seals on the space in the 
box meant therefor, if they so deslro. 

(5,1 The paper seal or Ihe other seals used In a ballot box shall be affixed in 
such manner that it shall not be possible to open the box again without breaking 
such paper seal or other seals or any thread on which the other seals have been 
affixed, After all the ballot boxes required to be used at the polling have been 
secured and scaled, they .shall be placed in the polling compartment side by side 
in the same order in which the names of the candidates to whom such boxes have 
been allotted appear in the list of validly nominated candidates at the election , 
published under rule U and in such manner that the front vertical side of each 
of the boxes bears a symbol assigned to the candidate to whom such box has been 
allotted and faces the elector as be enters. The candidates and their election or 
polling agents shall be entitled to see before the commencement of the poll that 
the boxes are so placed in the polling compartment. No other receptacle or box 
besides the ballot baxes allotted to the candidates shall be kept inside the polling 
compartment during polling, 

22, Special procedure for preventing personation of elector.s. — (1) Subject to the 
other provisions of this rule, every elector who applies for a ballot paper or ballot 
papers for the purpose of voting at a polling station shall, before receiving such 
paper or papers, allow — 

(a) the inspection of his left fore-flnger to the presiding officer or any polling 

officer; and 

(b) an Indelible ink mark to be put on his left forc-flnger. 

(2) If any such elector — 

(a) refuses to allow such inspection ol his left fore-flnger, or 

(b) refuses to allow an indelible ink mark to be put on his left fore-flnger, or 

(c) persists In doing any act with a view to remove such mark after it has 

been put, 

he shall not be entitled to be supplied with any ballot paper or to record his vote 
at the election. 

(3) Except as provided in sub-rule (4), no person who has already such a mark 
on his left fore-flnger at the time he enters the polling station shall be supplied with 
any ballot paper, and if any such person applies for a ballot paper or ballot papers 
he shall be liable to be arrested and prosecuted for personation. 
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(4) Where elections In a Porliameinlary constituency and in an Assembly 
con.stltuency or a Council of States constituency are bcinf,' hold simultaneou-sly 
et a polling station, an elector whose left fore-ilngcr has been marked with indelible 
ink at that polling station preliminary to his receiving the ballot paper or papers 
for one such election shall not be required to have his left forc-flnger marked 
again with such ink before receiving the ballot paper or papers for the other 
election, and the presence of the mark made for the purpose of one of such 
elections shall not cllsentitle him from receiving the ballot paper or papers lor Iho 
other election, 

(5) Any reference in thi.s rule or in rule 23 to the left fore-hnger of an" elector 
shall, in the case where the elector has his left fore-llngcr missing, be construed; 
as a reference to any other linger of his left hand, and shell, in the case where all 
the- fingers of his left hand arc missing, be construed as a reference to the fore- 
finger or any other finger of his right hand, and .shall, in the case where all his 
flnger.s of both the hands are missing, be construed as a reference to such extremity 
of his left or right arm as he possesses. 

33. Procedure before recording of votes. — (1) The elector on entering the 
polling station shall first allow his left forc-ftngcr to be inspected by a polling 
officer for the purpose of ascertaining if he already has any mark of indelible ink. 
on that linger. If there is no such mark, the polling officer in charge of the electoral 
roll shall ascertain the elector's name and address and such other particulars as 
appear on the roll and, after having chocked thc.se b.y reference to the roll, shall 
call out the number, name and description of the elector according to the entry 
in the roll. 

(2) On the elector’s name being called out the elector .shall approach the 
polling officer in charge of the ballot papers who shall then cause the left fore- 
finger of the elector to be marked with indelible ink and shall thereafter deliver 
a ballot paper or the requisite number of ballot papers to the elector. Before- 
delivering the ballot paper or paper.^ the polling officer shall, where a direction 
has been Issued in this behalf under rule 20, .stamp the ballot paper or papers-' 
with such official mark as may have been specified under that rule. Such polling 
officer shall at the time ot -Jehvtry of the ballot paper or papers place against 
the serial number of the elector in the electoral roll a mark to denote that the- 
elector has received a V allot paper 'Or papers and shall also keep a record of Ihe- 
serial number or numbers of the bailor paper or papers supplied to the elector 
in such manner as the Returniiig Officer may, subject to any general or special 
in.structions issued In lhat behalf by the Election Commis-sion, direct. 

(3) In deciding the right of a person tc obtain a ballot paper under this rule, 
the presiding officer nt any polling station may interpret an entry in the electoral- 
roll so a.s to overlook merely clerical or printing errors, provided that he is satis- 
fied that such person is identical with the elector to whom such entry relates. 

24. Identification of electors,~Thc presiding officer may employ at the polling 
station such persons as he thinks lit to a.s.sist him or any polling officer in identifying; 
the electois. 

2.'S, Manner of recording of votes after the receipt of ballot papers. — (1) On. 

receiving tlie ballot paper or papers the elector shall forthwith proceed into the 
polling compartment and sh-all without undue delay put his ballot paper or papers 
through the slit provided tor the purpose into the ballot box or boxes ol the- 
candldatc or candidates for whom he desires to vote; 

Provided that not more than one ballot paper shall be put by an elector ii\to 
one ballot box-. 

(2) Every elector .shall vote without undue delay and shall quit the polling 
station as soon as he has cast his vote. No elector shall remain in a polling; 
compartment longer than is rea.sonably necessary for casting his vote. 
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(3) The presiding officer may, whenever there is in his opinion sufficient cause, 
‘enter the polling COTnpartment while a poll is proceeding and may take such steps 
as may be necessary to ensure that the ballot boxes in use remain ready lor the 
•reception of ballot papers and are not tampered or Interfered with in any way by 
any elector or any other person. If the presiding oflieer has reason to suspect 
that any elector who hts entered a polling compartment is tampering or other- 
wise interfering with any ballot box or if such elector has remained inside the 
■polling compartment for an unduly long period, the presiding olflcer shall enter 
-Such polling compartment and take such steps as may be necessary to ensure 
the smooth and prompt progress of the poll, 

36. Recording of votes of Infirm electors. — If owing to blindness or other infirmi- 
ty an elector is unable to read the symbol on a ballot box or is physically 
Incapable of putting the ballot paper into a ballot box, the presiding officer shall 
enter the polling coinpartment with such elector, ascertain from the elector the 
candidate or candidates in whose favour he desires to vote and shall put the 
ballot paper or papers in the ballot box or boxes of such candidate or candidates 
In accordance with the wishes of such elector. The presiding officer shall h.ave 
thi.g done with as much secrecy as is feasible and shall keep a brief record of each 
such instance without indicating the manner In which the votes have been cast. 

37. Elector to be questioned In case of doubt as to his Identity. — At any time 
before a ballot paper is delivered to an elector, the pre.siding officer or a polling 
officer may of his own motion. If he has reasons to doubt the identity of the 
•elector or his right to vote at such deletion, and shall, if so required by a candl- 
■ date or polling agent, put to the elector the following questions; — 

(1) Are you the person enrolled as follows: (Reading the whole entry Crom 

the roll)? 

(2) Have you already voted at the present election in this constituency? 

(3) (At a general election In a Parliamentary constituency). Have .you 

already voted at this general election In any other Parliamentary 
constituency? 

(4) (At a general election in an Assembly constituency). Have you already 

voted at this general election in any other Assembly constituency? 

(5) (At a general election In a Council of States constituency). Have you 

already voted at this general election in any other Council oi States 
constituency? 

.-t-nd the elector .shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if he refuses to answer 
■any of ti'.ese questions and unless he answers the first question in the affirmative, 
the second ciue.sticn in the negative and, at a general election, the third, the fourth 
-or the fifth question, as the ease may be, also In the negative. 

38. Bifllot paper and its contents. — The ballot paper to be used for the purpose 
of voting at an election to which this Chapter applies shall contain a serial number 
and such dcsting-nshing mark.s as the Election Commission may decide. 

39. Tendered votes.-^(l) If a person representing himself to be a particular 
•elector mimed in the electoral roll applies for a ballot paper or papers after an- 
oilier per.son has already voted as such elector, the applicant shall, after duly 
answering such que.stions as the presiding officer may ask, be entitled to receive 
a ballot paper (referred to in this Chapter and In Chapter III of this Part as a 

■“tendered -ballot paper’’) in the same manner as any other elector. 

(2) A tendered ballot paper shall be In Form 7 and shall, instead of being put 
into the ballot box, bo handed over by such person to the presiding officer who 
^shall thereupon take such person inside the polUng compartment and shall in the 
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presonct- oil such pei’son endorse it with the name or names ot the candidate or 

candidates tor whom such person desires to vote and also whh the name of the 

elector, his .serial number in the electoral roll and the name of the electoral area 
to which the roll relates. The presiding offleer shall then place the ballot paper in 
a separate packet set apart for the purpose. At the end of the poll the packet 
containing all such tendered ballot papers shall be sealed. Such votes shall not be 
counted by the Returning Officer, 

(■i) The name of the constliuency, the name of the elector, his serial number 
in the electoral roll and the name of the polling station to which the roll relates 
shall be entered in a list in Form 8 which shall bear the heading “Tendered Votes 
List”. The person tendering such ballot paper shall sign his name or affix his 

thumb impression against the entry relating to him in that list. 

30. Challenged Votes. — (1) If any candidate, election agent or polling agent 
declares and undertakes to prove that any person by applying for a ballot paper 
and claiming to be a particular voter has committed the olfence of personation, 
the presiding officer shall require .such person to enter In the list of Challenged 
Votes ( v/hich shall be in Form 9) his name and address or, if he is unable to write, 
to affix his thumb impression thereto, and znay further require such person to 
produce evidence of identification; 

Provided that no action shall be taken by the presiding officer under thi.s sub- 
rule unle.ss a sum n,f ten rupeo.s has boon deposited in cash with the presiding 
officer by the candidate or such agent for each challenge he makes. 

(2) If the person so challenged refuses to comply with such requisition, 
he shall not be permitted to vote. But if- such person does so comply and 
or being qtiestioned In the manner provided in rule 27 gives unqualified answer 
to the first question in the affirmative and to the other questions in the negative, 
he shall be allowed to vote after he has been warned of the penalty for personation, 

(3) If the prc.siding officer after such inquiry on the spot as he thinks is 
necessary is of opinion that the challenge made by the candidate or his agent 
under .sub-rule (1) is frivolous and has hot been made in good faith, he shall direct 
the deposit made under sub-rule (1) to be forfeited to Government and his order 
in this respect shall be final, 

''4) If the deposit made under sub-rule (1) is not forfeited under sub-rule (3), 
it .shall be returned to the person by whom it was made after the close of the poll 
on the day on which it is made. 

(6) The presiding officer shall in every case, whether or not the person challeng- 
ed is allowed to vote, make a note of the circumstances in the list of Challenged 
Vote.s, 

31. Return of ballot papers by an elector. — (1) If an elector after obtaining any 
ballot paper fer the purpose of recording his vole decides not to u.se the same, he 
Ehall return the ballot paper to the presiding- officer, and. the ballot paper .so 
leturned shall -then be marked as “cancelled — returned" and kept in a separate 
envelope set apait for the purpose and a record shall be kept by the presiding 
officer of all such ballot papers. 

(2) If any ballot paper which has been issued to any elector for the purpose 
of recording his vote has not been put into the ballot box but has been left by the 
elector at the polling station it shall be dealt with in accordance with the provisions 
of sub-rule (1) as If it had been returned to the presiding officer. 

32. Delivery of ballot boxes to the Returning Officer after the close of the poll. — 

The presiding officer of each polling station shall, as soon as practicable after the 
close of the poll, in the presence of any c-andidates or their election or polling 
agents who may be present, close the sUt for insertion of ballot papers of each 
ballot box or, where the box docs not contain any mechanical device for closing 
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the slit, seal up the slit, and seal and secure all the ballot boxes used at the polling 
station. Ite shall also make up into separate packets: — 

(1) the u.msed ballot papers; 

( 2 ) the tendered ballot papers; 

(31 the returned ballot papers; 

(4) the marked copy of the electoral roll; 

(5) the tendered votes list; 

(6) the list of clTallenged votes; and 

(7) any other paper directed by the Returning Officer to be kept in a sealed 

packet, 

and shall seal each such packet with his own seal and the seals of such candidates 
or election or polling agents as may desire to affix their seals thereon. He shall then 
a.5 soon a.s may be deliver the ballot boxes and all such packets and all other 
papers used at the poll or cause them to be delivered (o the Returning Officer. 

33. Account of b.allot papers to be prepared by the presiding officer after the 
close of the poll. — The packets referred to in rule 32 shall be accompanied by an 
account of ballot papers in Form 10 made by the presiding officer showing the 
total number of ballot papers entrusted to him for the polling .station or for each 
polling booth thereof and the number of ballot papers returned by him to the 
Returning Officer as unused, tendered, and returned ballot papers a.s akso the 
number of b.allot papers which should be found In the ballot boxes. 

34. Transport of ballot boxes and packets and their custody.- -The Returning 

Officer shall make adequate arrangements for the safe transport .<)f all ballot boxes, 
packets and other papers referred to in rule 32 and for their .safe cu.stody until the 
c.omvnencement of the counting of votes. * 

35. Special protedure for voting by certain classes of persons. — At an election in 
a constituency whore a poll is taken, any such person as is referred to in clause (a) 
of section fiO may, If such person ha.s been registered in the electoral roll for that 
constituency on the basi.s of the .statement submitted by such person or by the 
hu.shand of such person under rule 5 of the Representation of the People (Prepara- 
tion of EIccloral Rolls) Rules, 19.50. give his vote at suCh election by postal ballot, 
and .such a per.son shall not be entitled to give his vote in any other manner. 

36. Voting by persons subjected to preventive detention. — (1) Subject to the 
other provi.sions of this rule, an elector for a constituency may, if he is subjected to 
preventive detention under an.y law for .the time being, in force, give his vote by 
postal ballot at any election in such con.stituenc.y where a poll Is taken and such an 
elector .shall not, so long as he is subjected to .such detention, be entitled to give 
his vote in any other manner. 

(2) A.s soon as possible after a notification calling upon a constituency to elect 
a member or members has been issued under the Act, the Central Government or 
the State Government or the Chief Commissioner of a Part C State concerned shall 
ascertain if any elector for that constituency is subjected to preventive detention 
under any law for the time being in force and shall, within fifteen days from the 
date of publication of such HOtifleation. forward to the Returning Officer the names 
of any such electors in that constituency who are under such detention together 
with their addresses and serial numbers In the electoral roll and the particulars 
about their places of detention. 

(?/) Any elector for a constituency who is subjected to preventive detention under 
any law for the time being In force may, within fifteen da,ys from the date of publi- 
cation of a notification under the Act calling upon that constituency to elect a 
member or members, apply to the Returning Officer of the constituency for per- 
mi.ssion to give his vote by postal, ballot at such election. Every such application 
shall specify , the name of the elector, his address, his serial number In the electoral 
roll and the particulars reg;arding his place of detention. 
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(4) If the Returning Officer is satisfied that the person whose name has been 
forwarded under sub-rule (2) or who has made an application under sub-rule (,1) 

Is under preventive detention and is an elector for the constituency to which 
the election relates and Is entitled to vote at such election, he shall permit sudi 
person to give his vote at the election by postal ballot. 

(5) While granting any such permission the Returning Officer shall at the same 
time cause suitable notes to be recorded in each cop.y of the electoral roll in which 
su(.’h person is registered and which is intended to be used at the polling station 
where such person would, if he had not been under detention, have normally voted 
•SO us to indicate that such person ha.s been permitted to give his vote at the election 
■by postal ballot. 

37. Voting by persons employed on duty at polling .stations. — ( 1 ) A presiding 
officer, polling officer, polling agent or public servant who is an elector for any 
constituency and is, by reason of his being on duty at a polling station, unable to be 
present and to vole at the polling station where he is entitled to vote, may apply 
to the Returning Officer of the constituency for which he is an elector at least seven 
days before the date or the first of the dates fixed for the poll at that constituency 
lor pcrmi.ssion to vote at the election by postal ballot. Every such application shall 
specify the name of the elector, his address and his serial number in the electoral 
rolJ. 

(3) If such Returning Officer is satisfied that the claim is iust and that the appli- 
cant is entitled to vote in the constituency, he shall allow the application and permit 
the applicant to ^Ive his vote at the election by postal ballot and thereupon the 
applicant may give his vote at such election by postal ballot and shall not be entitled 
to give his vote thereat In any other manner. 

(;j) While allowing such an application the Returning Officer shall at the same 
time cause suitable notes to be recorded in each copy of the electoral roll in which 
the applicant is registered and which is intended to be used at the polling station 
where the applicant would otherwise have normally voted so as to indicate that 
the applicant has been permitted to give his vote at the election b.y postal ballot. 

38, Returning Officer to send ballot papers for postal voting. — ^(1) The Returning 
Officer shall, In the case of every elector who is authorised under rule 3.1 or has been 
permitted under sub-rule (4) of rule 36 to give his vote at the election by postal 
ballot, as soon as may be alter the publication under rule 11 of the list of validly 
nominated candidates at the election, and in the case of every elector who has been 
permitted under sub-rule (2) of rule 37 to give h’S vote at the election by postal 
ballot, as soon as may be after such permission has been granted, send by registered 
post to each such elector a ballot paper in Form 11 (referred to in this Chapter 
and in Chapter III of this Part as a "postal ballot paper”) and shall enter on the 
counterfoil of each such ballot paper the name of the elector to whom the ballot 
paper Is sent and hl.s serial number on the electoral roll. The particulars in the 
ballot paper shall be printed in the language or languages in which the electoral 
roll for the constituency to which the election relates has been printed, and the 
names of the candidates shall be printed on the ballot paper in the same order in 
which the names of such candidates appear In the list of validly nominated 
candidates at the election published under rule il. 

(2) Along with the ballot paper the Returning Officer shall also send — 

(a) a cover addressed to himself in Form 12, 

(b) an envelope with the number of the baUot paper entered on Its face, and 

(c) a letter in Forni 13. 

The Returning Officer shall have the number of the ballot paper entered at the 
left hand bottom corner of the cover In Form 12. 
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(3) The ballot papc'- together with the cover, envelope and letter shall be 
sent — 

(a) In the case where the elector is a rnember of the Armed Forces of the 

Union or the wife of any such member, to the address of the 
elector as shown in the electoral roll or to such elector under the care 
of such olllcer of the said Forces as the Election Commission may- 
designate; 

(b) in the case where the elector is a person holding any such office as is- 

referred to in sub-clause (ii) of clause (a) of section 60, or the wife of 
anv such person, to such electoj at the place where the elector nr her 
husband, as the case may be. Is holding such office; 

Cc) in the case where the elector is a person employed under the Government 
of India in a post outside India or the wife of any such person, to such 
elector under the care of the diplomatic or consular representative of 
India in the country in which such elector is resident; 

(d) in the case where the elector is a person subjected to preventive detention^ 

to .such elector at the place of his detention; and 

(e) in the case where the elector is a person who has been permitted under 

sub-rule (2) of rule .37 to give his vote by postal ballot, to such elector 
at the address given In the application made by him under sub-rule ( 1 > 
of that rule. 

(4) The Officer of the Armed Forces or the diplomatic or consular representative 
of India under whose care a ballot paper is sent to an elector under clause fa) or 
clause (c) of sub-rule (3) shall ensure that the ballot paper is delivere<i to such 
elector without delay. 

(5) After all the ballot papers have been Issued under this rule, the Eeturninc 
Officer shall seal up in a packet the counterfoils of all such ballot papers and record 
on such packet the description of Its contents and the name of the constituency and 
the date of the election to which it refers. 

(6) No election shall be invalidated by reason that an elector has not received 
his ballot paper provided that a ballot paper has been issued to him in accordance 
with these rules. 

39. Ballot papers to be returned after recording votes thereon. — (1) Every elector 
on receiving his ballot paper sent under rule 38, if he desires to vote at the election, 
shall record his vote thereon and sign the declaration on its back in accordance with 
the instructions on the ballot paper and in the letter sent with the ballot paper. 

(2) The elector shall then place the ballot paper in the envelope, close the 
envelope and enclose it in the cover and send the cover to the Returning Officer In 
accordance with the instructions contained in the letter so as to reach him before 
.6 p.M. on the date fixed in this behalf by the Returning Officer. Anv cover which 
is not received by the Returning OfTicer before 5 p.m. on the date so fixed shall be 
rejected. All such rejected covers shall be kept in a separate sealed packet by 
the Returning Olhcec. 

40. Attc.statlon of elector’s .signature on the ballot paper. — An elector shall obtain 
the attestation of hi.s signature but not of his vote on the postal ballot paper — 

(a) in the case referred to In clause (a) of sub-rule (3) of rule 38, b.v such 

officer as may be appointed in this behalf by the Commanding Officer 
of the unit, ship or establishment in which the elector or her hu.5band, 
as the case may be, Is employed; 

(b) in the case referred to in clause (h) of that sub-rule, b.y an officer not 

below the rank of a Deputy Secretary to Government; 
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(c) In the case referred to In clause (c) of that sub-rule, by such officer as 

may be appointed in thi.s behalf by the diplomatic or consular represen- 
tative of India in the country in which such elector is resident; 

(d) In the case referred to in clause (d) of that sub-rule, by the Superinten- 

dent of the .Tail or the Commandant of the detention camp in which the 
elector is under detention, or by a magistrate to whom the elector is 
personally known or to whose satl.sfQction the elector has been 
ide.nlifled; and 

(e) in the case referred to in clause (e) of that sub-rule, by a magistrater 

to whom the elector is personally known or to whose satisfaction the 
elector has been identified. 

41. Attesting officer to assist Infirm or Illiterate electors. — (1) If an elector to 
whom a ballot paper has been sent under rule ."S is illiterate or is unable through, 
physical incapacity to record his vote and .sign the declaration on the back 
of the ballot paper in accordance with the provisions of rule 39, it shall be competent 
for him to make his declaration and to record his vote by the hand of any officer 
empowered lo attest his signature and declaration under rule 40, 

(2) Any such elector as aforesaid may deliver the ballot paper, together with- 
the envelope and the cover received by him from the Returning Officer to an 
officer referred to in sub-rule (1) and such offleef shall on being so requested by 
the elector certify on the back of .the ballot paper the eleefor’s incapacity and shall 
attest the fact that he was requested by the elector to sign the declaration on the 
back of the ballot paper and to mark the ballot paper for him and that he has put 
the rhark or marks on the ballot paper in accordance with the wishes of the elector 
and that the ballot paper was so signed and marked by him in the presence of the 
elector, 

(9) Such officer shall thereupon place the marked ballot paper in the envelopn 
and close the same and enclose it in the cover which he shall seal and hand over 
to the elector, The elector shall then send the sealed cover forthwith to the- 
Returning Officer in accordance with the in-structions contained in the letter sent 
to the elector along with the ballot paper so as to reach the Returning Officer beforer 
5 P,M. on the date referred to in sub-rule (2) of rule 39. Any cover which is not 
received by the Returning Officer before 5 p.m. on .such date shall be rejected and 
kept along with the covers rejected under the said sub-rule. 

43. Issue of undelivered and fresh ballot papers. — (1) When a ballot paper 
and other connected papers sent by post under rule 38 are for any reason returned 
undelivered, the Returning Officer may ro-is.sue them by registered post or, in the - 
case where the elector Is a person holding any such office as is referred to in sub- 
clause (ii.) of clause (a) of section 60 or Is the wife of any such person or is’ a 
person who has been permitted under sub-rule (2) of rule 37 to give his vote by 
postal ballot, deliver them or cause them to be delivered to the elector personally 
on his applying for the same. 

(2) In cases where any elector has inadvertentl.y dealt with his ballot paper 
or any of the connected papers in such a manner that the naners cannot convenient- 
ly be used, a second set of ballot and other connected papers may be issued to the- 
elector on the elector returning the ballot paper and other connected papers to the 
Returning Officer and satisfying him of the inadvertence. The papers so returned 
In the Returning Officer together with the- counterfoil of the ballot paper so returned- 
sh.all be marked as cancelled by the Returning Officer^ The papers so cancelled 
except the counter foil of the ballot paper shall be kept In a separate envelope sot 
apart for the purpose. 
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43. Safe custody of covers containing postal ballot papers received by the 
Koturning OflBcer.—Thc Returning Offlcer shall keep In safe custody until the 
commencement of the counting of votes all covers containing postal ballot papers 
received by him under rule 39 or rule 41. 

CHAPTER 111 

Counting of votes at elections in constituencies other than Council constituencies 

44. Appointment of time, place and date for the counting of votes. — (1) At an 

-election in a constituency (other than a Council constituency), where a poll is taken, 
the Returning Officer shall appoint a date (which shall be as soon as practicable 
after the completion of the poll throughout the constituency) for the counting of 
Votes, and shall Ilx the place and time at which the votes shall he counted on the 
dale so appointed. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall give notice of such date, time and place in 
writing to all candidates and their counting agents, 

(3) If, at the time so appointed for the counting of voles, all the ballot boxes 
used at the poll have not been received by the Returning Offlcer, or if from any 
other unavoidable cause he is unable to proceed with the counting of votes at the 
lime and date appointed under sub-rule (1), the Returning Officer ma.v postpone 
the counting to another date and time, and may fix, If necessary, another place for 
the counting of votes on the date to which the counting has been so postponed, and 
shall give notice thereof in writing to the candidates and their counting agents. 

45. Persons who may be present at the counting of votes. — (1) The Returning 
■Officer shall not allow any person to be present at the counting of votes except such 
persons as he may appoint to assist him in counting the votes and such other persons 
.as have a right to be present under section 64. 

(2) No person who has been employed by or on behalf of, or has been otherwise 
working for, a candidate in or about the election shall be appointed to assist the 
■Returning Officer in counting the votes. 

• 46. Procedure to be followed at the counting of votes. — (1) On the date and at 

the time and place appointed under rule 44, the Returning Offlcer shall, before he 
■commences to count the votes, read the provisions of section 128 to such persons 
as may oe present. Ho shall then with respect to ballot boxes used at the poll 
proceed as follows: — 

(i) All the ballot boxes placed for the counting of votes shall be counted and 

checked and the Returning Officer shall satisfy himself that all the 
baUot boxes used at the poll have been received and accounted for. 

(ii) All the ballot boxes allotted to each particular candidate shall be 

separated from those allotted to any other candidate and placed 
together, 

(ill) The Returning Offlcer shall then allow the candidates and their election 
agents and counting agents present at the counting an opportunity to 
Inspect the ballot boxes and their seals for satisfying themselves that 
they are In order. 

,(iv) The Returning Offlcer shall also satisfy himself that none of the boxes 
has in fact been tampered with. If any ballot box is found by the 
Returning Offlcer to have been tampered with or destroyed or lost, 
the Returning Offlcer shall postpone the counting of votes and shall 
follow the procedure laid down in section 58 and shall, after the fresh 
poll under that section has been completed, recommence the counting 
on the date and at the time and place appointed by him in this behalf 
of which notice has been prevlou.sly given to the candidates and their 
counting agents. 
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(v) If the Hetumlng Officer is satisfied that all the ballot boxes- used at tha 

poll have been received and are in order, he shall take up the counting 
of ballot papers contained in the ballot boxes. The counting of all 
the ballot papers contained in the ballot boxes allotted to the .same 
candidate shall be completed before the counting of the ballot papers 
contained in the boxes allotted to any other candidate is commenced. 
As amongst the candidates, the counting of votes shall proceed in 
the order in which their names occur in the list of validly nominated 
candidates published under rule 11 in respqct of the election. 

(vi) One ballot box shall be opened at a time and the mark or marks made 

in the box or in any, of its component parts or attachments and the 
label containing the symbol affixed inside the box shall be checked. 
Thereafter the ballot papers shall be taken out from the box and 
arranged in convenient bundles and counted with the aid of person* 
appointed to assist in the counting of votes. The same procedure ahull 
then be followed in respect of the other ballot boxes and the ballot 
papers contained therein. An account of the ballot papers found In 
each box allotted to each candidate shall be recorded in a statement in 
Form 14. 

(Vii) The Returning Officer shall allow the candidates and their electfon. 
agents and counting agents who may be pre.gent reasonable opportu- 
nity to inspect all ballot papers, whifh in the opinion of the Return- 
ing Officer are liable to be rejected but shall not allow them to 
handle those or any other ballot papers. The Returning Officer shall 
on every ballot paper which is rejected, endor.so the word '‘rejected". 
If any candidate or his election or counting agent question.s tha 
correctness of the rejection of any ballot paper, ttie Returning Officer 
shall also record briefly on such ballot paper the grounds for its rejec- 
tion. A brief record shall be kept in Form 15 of the serial numbers 
of all ballot paper.s rejected and of such particulars as will Identify the 
ballot box in which each such ballot paper was found. 

fviii) After the counting of all ballot papers contained in each ballot box 
has been completed by the Returning Officer and an account of such 
ballot papers has been recorded in Form 14, the Returning Officer 
shall cause all such ballot papers to be kept in a separate cover on- 
which shall be indicated such particulars a.s will identify the ballot 
box In which such ballot papers were found, the name of the can- 
didate to whom such ballot box was allotted, and the name of tl;.c 
polling .station and the number of the polling booth, if any, 
such ballot box was u,sed. 

(ix) After the counting of ballot papers contained in all the ballot boxe.s ha:+ 
been completed, the Returnaag Officer shall cause all the covers contain- 
ing the ballot papers In .support of each candidate to be placed in a 
separate packet and shall seal up all such packets and .shall write on 
each such packet the name of the candidate in support of whom the 
ballot papers contained In such packet were cast and the name of 
the constituency and the date of the election to which it refers, .He 
shall also cause all ballot papers found In the ballot boxe.s of each 
candidate but rejected by him to be kept in a separate sealed packet. 

After completing the counting of ballot paper.s contained in all the ballot boxes, 
the Returning Officer .shall witli respect to all postal ballot papers received by hlni 
under rulP 39 or rule 41 before 5 p.m. on the Idate referred to in suls-rule (3) of 
rule W proceed os follows: — 

(a) The Hetumlng Officer shall open or cause to be opened all the coveix 
and envelopes containing the postal ballot papers so received by him.

and collect the ballot papers contained thereto and after scrutipy 
separate or cause to be separated the ballot papers which Ihe de^s 
valid from those which he rejects, endorsing on the latter the word 
"rejected” and the ground of rejection. 

(b) The Returning Officer shall then count or cause to be counted the valid 

votes given to each candidate and shall record In the statement In 
Form 14 the total number of votes so given to eatto candidate. 

(c) The Returning Officer shall then seal up in separate paelterts the valid 

and the rejected ballot papers and write on each such packet the 
description of Its contents and the name of the constituency and the 
date of the eloctlon to which it refers. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall as far as practicable proceed continuously 
with the coimtlng of the votes and shall during any intervals when the counting 
has to be suspended, keep the ballot papers, packets and other documents relating 
to the election sealed with his own seal and the seals of such candidates or electiop 
or counting agents as may desire to affix their seals and shall catise edeguate pre- 
caution.'i to be taken for their safe custody. 

(3) Alter the counting of ballot papers contained in all the ballot boxes and 
ol the votes recorded on postal ballot papers has been completed, the Returning 
Officer shall record in the statement in Form 14 the total number of votes polled 
by each candidate. 

4^. Grounds for rejection of ballot papers, — (1) A ballot paper contained in a 
ballot box shall be rejected if — 

(a) it bears any mark or writing by whidi the elector can be idcotided; 

(b) in the case where a direction has been issued under rule 2f) that the 

ballot paper shall contain an official mark, it does not contain the 
offic'-ul mark; 

(c) if it bears any serial number or mark different from the serial numbers 

or marks of baUoc papers authorised for use at the poUtog station or 
the polling booth et which the ballot box in which it was found was 
used; 

(d) the Returning Officer is satisfied that it is a spurious ballot paper or 

that it has been so damaged or mutilated that its Identity as a 
jenuine ballot paper cannot be established. 

(2) II the Returning Officer is satisfied that an elector has put into the same 
ballot box more than one ballot paper in contravention of the provisions of sub- 

"section ( U of section 0'3 and ot rule 25, he shall reject all but one of eutto ballot 
papers at the time of counting the ballot papers contained to that box. 

(3) A postal ballot paper w'hich is not duly marked or on which more than 
(iric mark is placed against any candidate’s name or on which votes ere given 
to more candidates than there are members to be elected, or on whicto a mark 
is, placed in such a manner as to make it doubtful to which candidate It has 
been given or on which the signature of the elector is not duly attested shall, be 
)n\'alid:- 

Provided that in the case of a plural member constituency where more than 
one \ote can be given on the same ballot paper, if any vote la given by a mark 
which has not been duly made or by placing more than one mark Bgatost any 
candidate's name or if any of the marks Is so placed as to render it doubtful to 
which candidate It has been given, only the vote concerned, but not the whole 
ballot naoer. shall be Invalid on that, account. 
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(4) The decision of the Returning OfiScer as to the validity of a ballot paper 

contained in a ballot box or of a postal ballot paper or of a vote siven on a postal 
ballot paper bhall bo final subject to any decision to the contrary given iiy .a 
Tribunal on the trial of an election petition calling in question the election. 

48. Declaration of candidates elected. — When the counting of votes recorded in 

favour of each candidate both in ballot papers contained in the ballot boxes and 
in postal ballot papers has been completed, the RetnrninS Officer shall, subject to 
the provisions of section G5 and in tiie case of an election in a constituency where 
the seals to be filled include one or more seats reserved for the Scheduled Caste.s 
or for the Scheduled Tribes, subject also to the provi.sions of sub-section (4) of 

section 54, forthwith declare the candidate or candidates to whom the Jarge.st 

number of valid votes has been given, to be elected: 

Provided that upon the application of any candidate or his election or count- 
ing agent in that behalf, a total or partial recount shall be made before the 
Returning Officer makes the declaration, but the Returning Officer may reject 
any such application as may apiiear to him to be frivolous or unreasonable record- 
ing at the same time the grounds for such rejection. 

49. Veriflcallon of accounts submitted by the presiding officers,— The 

Returning Officer shall not open the sealed packets of the “tendered votes’’ or 
the marked copy of the electoral roll. He shall verify the accounts submitted 
by the presiding officers under rule 3:1 by comparing them with the statement 

prepared under clause (vi) of sub-rule (1) of rule 46 and with the number of 

the valid and the rejected ballot papers, the unused ballot papers in hLs posses- 
sion and the tendered votes list, and shall then reclose and reseal each packet 
which has been oi>ened by him and shall record on each packet the description 

of its contents and the name of the constituency and the date of the election to 

■which It refers. 

50. Return by the Returning Officer. — The Returning Officer shall then pre- 
pare and certify a return in Form 16 setting forth: — 

(t) the names of the candidate.s for whom valid votes have been given, 

(2) the number of valid votes given for each candidate. 

(3) the number of votes declaimed invalid, 

<4) the number of tendered votes. 

<S) the result of the verification referred to In rule 49, and 

(6) the name or names of the candidate or candidates elected. 

He shall also permit atrr candidale or his election or counting agent to take 
a co'py of or an extract from such return. 

51. (Hustody of the return and of the ballot boxes and papers relating to elec- 
tion. — (1) The Returning Officer shall, after reporting the result of the election 
under .section 67, forward the return to the Chief Electoral Officer. 

(2) All ballot boxe.s used at the election shall be kept in such cu.stody as the 
Chief Electoral Officer may direct- 
or The Returning Officer shall keep in his own custody the packets of ballot 
papers and all other papers relating to the election. 

52. Production and inspection of election papers, — (1) While in the custody of the 
Returning Officer the p.ickets of ballot papers, whether valid, rejected or 
tendered, of the counter-foils of postal ballot papers and of the marked copy of the 
electoral roll shall not be opened and their contents ehall not bo Inspected by, or 
produced before, any person or authority except under the order of a competent 
court or of a Tribunal. 
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(2) All other papers relating to the election shall be open to public inspection 
subject to such conditions and to the payment of such fee, if any, as the Election 
Commission nray direct. 

(3) Copies of the returns by the Returninj; Officers forwarded under sub-rule (1) 
of rule 51 shall be furnished by the Chief Electoral Officer of the State concerned 
■on payment of a fee of two rupees for each such copy. 

53. Disposal of election papers. — (1) The packets referred to in sub-riile 
(1) of rulo-52 shall be retained lor a period of one year and shall thereafter be 
destroyed subject to any direction to the contrary given by the Election Comnaission 
or by a competent court or liy a Tribunal. 

(2) All other paper, s relating to the election shall be retained until the termina- 
tion of the next general election for the constituency to which they relate and shall 
thereafter be de.stroyed subject to any direction to the contrary given by the Election 
Commission or by a competent court or by a Tribunal, 

CHAPTER IV, 

Special provision's for voting at elections In Council constltuencie.s. 

54. Special rules as to voting In Council constituencies, — The provisions of 
Chapter il of this Part (except rules 19, 21, 22, 23, 2,5, 26, 28, 29, and 31 thereof) 
and the following rules 55 to 63 and rule 71 shall apply in relation to voting at 
an election in a Council Constituency: 

Provided that it shall bo permissible under rule 18 to provide more than one 
polling compartment at a polling station: 

Provided further that the presiding officer of each polling station shall under rule 
32, after the cloce cf the pull, also make up Into a separate packet the couiilerloils 
of the ballot papers u.sed at the polling station and seal such packet with his own 
seal and tlio seals of eiich candidates or election or polling agents as may desire to 
affix their sefils and deliver the said packet or cau.se it to be delivered along with 
the other packets referred to in that rule to the Returning Officer and that the re- 
ference to the returned ballot papers In that rule shall include the reference to the 
ballot papers cancelled under sub-rule (1) of rule 63; 

Provided also that rule 33 shall In its application to voting by electors autho- 
ri.sed under rule 35 or pcrmitlod under sub-rule (4) of rule 36 or sub-rule (2) of 
rule 37 to give their votes by postal ballot at any such election have effect as if 
for the provisions of sub-rules (1) and (2) of the said rule 38 the provisions of sub- 
rules (1) and (2J of rule 65 weie substituted. 

55. Articles to be provided at the polling station. — The Returning Officer shall 
provide at each polling station materials .sufficient for the purpose of enabling 
electors to mark the ballot papers, instrument for stamping the official mark, if any, 
on such papers, as many ballot boxes us may be necessary, and copies of the 
electoral roll or of such part thereof as contains the names of the electors entitled 
to vote at such station. 

56. Ballot boxes to be locked and sealed before the commencement of poll.— (1) 

Every ballot box shall be of such design as has been previously approved of by the 
Election Commission, It .shall bo .so constructed that ballot papers can be intro- 
duced therein but cannot bo withdrawn therefrom without the box being unlocked 
and the seals being broken, 

(2) The presiding officer at each polling station shall immediately before the 
commencement of the poll allow inspection of each ballot box to be used at the 
poll to the candidates, their election agents and tlieir polling agents who may be 
present at such station, and demonstrate to them and to all other persons present 
that it Ls empty. 
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(;i) Where it is necessary to use a paper seal for securing the ballot box, the 
■presiding olflcer shall thereafter fix In the space meant therefor In each such box 
a paper seal provided for the purpose. He .shall also affix on such paper seal 
■his own .signature or seal and obtain thereon the .signature.s or seals of such can- 
didates or of such election or polling agents of the c-andidatas, as may be present 
and may desire to affl-x such signatures or .seals. H» shall then secure and seal 
each bo.x in their presence In .such manner that the slit in the box for insertion 

of ballot papers thorein remains open, 

(4) Where it is not necessary to use a paper seal for securing a ballot box, 
the presiding officer shall, after demonstrating under sub-rule (2) that the ballot 
box Is eniiM.y, secure and 'seal the box in .such manner that the slit in the box 
for insertion of ballot papers therein remains open and shall also allow the can- 
didates or their election or polling agents who may be -present to affix their own 
seals on the space in the bo.x meant therefor, if they .so desire. 

(,‘i) The paper seal or the other seals used In a ballot box shall be affixed in such 
manner that it .shall not be pcs.Hble to open the box again without breaking such 
paper .s.enl or other .seals or any thread on which the other seals have been affixed. 

67. Form of ballot paper. — The ballot paper .shall be in Form 17 and the parti- 
cular.s therein shall be printed in such language or languages as the Election 
Commission may direct. The names of the (candidates .shall be printed on the ballot 
paper in the same order in which the names of such candidates appear in the list 
of validly nominated (candidates at the election published under rule 11, 

58. Procedure before recording votes. — (1) The elector on entering the polling 
station shall approach the polling officer in charge of the electoral roll w'ho shall 
ascertain the elector'.s name and address and .such other particulars us appear on 
the roll and, after having (cheeked these by rcfereiKce to the roll, shall call out the 
number, name and dc.scription of the elector according to the entry in the roll. 

(2) On the elcx'tor’s name being called out the elector .shall approach the polling 
officer in charge of the ballot papers who shall thereafter deliver a ballot paper to 
the elector. Before delivering the ballot paper, .the polling officer shall, where ' a 
direction has been is.sucd In this behalf under rule 20, stamp the ballot paper with 
such official mark as may have been .speeifted under that rule. Such polling officer 
shall at the time of delivery of the ballot paper place again.st the serial number 
of the elector in the electoral roll a mark to denote that the elector has received a 
ballot paper and shall also enter on the (counterfoil the .serial number of the elector 
and the name of the coijstituency and of the polling station. 

(3) In deciding the riglit of a person to obtain a ballot paper under this rule, 
the presiding officer at an.v polling station may interpret an entry in the electoral 
roll so as to overlook merely clerical or printing error.s, provided that he is satisfled 
that such person is Identical with the elector to whom such entry relates. 

.55. Manner of recording votes. — (1) The elector on receiving a ballol paper 
shall proceed lor the picrpose of recording his vote Into a polling compartment pro- 
vided for the purpose ,an-_l jhaU record his vote in accordance with tho instructions 
set out on the ballot i:apcr. He shall then, before quitting the polling compartment, 
fold up his ballot paper so a.s to conceal his vote and if there is an official mark 
on the ballot paper, show to the pre.siding officer the official mark and then proceed 
to the ballot hux provided end pul the ballot paper so folded up into the ballct box. 

,(2) Every elector shall vote without undue delay and shall quit the polling 
Btallon as soon as he has put his ballot paper into the ballot box. 

60. In.structlons for the recording of votes to be explained by the presiding oflfl- 
r.er when reauestod, — ff'hc presiding officer at a polling station shall, when he Is 
so requested by an elector, explain to him the instruetion.s contained on the ballot 
paper for the recording of votes. 
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Cl. Recording of votes of Infirm electors. — If owing to physical incapacity ai> 
elector is unable to read the ballot paper or to make a mark thereon, the presiding: 
officer shall record the vote In the ballot paper according to the direction of the 
elector. The elector shall then himself or with the assistance of the presiding 
officer put the ballot paper folded up into the ballot box. The presiding officer 
shall have this done with a.s much secrecy as is feasible and .shall keep a brief 
record of each such Instance without indicating the manner in which the votes 
have beegi cast. 

63. Tendered ballot papers. — (1) If a person representing himself to be a 
particular elector named In the electoral roll applie.s for a ballot paper after another 
person has already voted as such elector, the applicant shall, after duly answering 
such question.s as the presiding officer may ask, be entitled to mark a ballot paper 
(referred to in this Chapter and In Chapter VI of this Part as a “tendered ballot 
paper”) in the same manner as any other elector. 

(2) A tendered ballot paper shall be of a colour different from the other ballot 
jjapers and .shall, instead of being put into the ballot box, be handed over by such 
person to the presiding officer, who shall thereupon in the presence of such person 
endor.se it with the name of the elector, his serial number In the electoral roll 
and the name of the electoral area to which the roll relutes. The presiding offi- 
cer shall then place the ballot paper in a separate packet set apart for the pur- 
pose. At the end of the poll, the packet containing all such tendered ballot papers 
shall be .sealed. The votes cast on tendered ballot papers shall not be counted 
by the Kelurning Officer. 

The name of the constUuenc.v, the name of the elector, his serial number 
In the electoral roll and the name of the polling station to which the roll relates, 
shall be entered In a list in Form 8 which shall bear the heading “Tendered Votes 
Li.st". 7’ho person tendering such ballot paper shall sign hi.s name or affix his 
thumb impression against the entry relating to such ballot paper in that list. 

68. Supply of fresh ballot paper when ballot paper Is .spoilt through inadvertence 
and the return of ballot paper by an elector. — (1) An elector who has inadvertently 
dealt with his ballot paper in such a manner that it cannot be conveniently used as 
^.ballot paper may, on delivering it to the presiding officer and on satisfying him 
of the inadvertence, obtain another ballot paper in place of the ballot paper so 
delivered and the latter shall together with its counterfoil be marked as cancelled 
by the presiding officer. All ballot papers so cancelled shall be kept in a separate- 
envelope sot apart for the purpo.se. 

(2) If an elector alter obtaining any ballot paper for the purpose of rccoi'ding 
his vote decides not to use the same, he .shall return the ballot paper to the 
presiding officer and the ballot paper so returned shall then be marked n& 
"cancelled- returned” and kept in the envelope set apart for the purpose of Jroeplng 
ballot papers cancelled under sub-rule (1). 

(3) A record .shall ba kept by the presiding officer of the ballot papers 
cancelled under sub- rules (1) and (2). 

64. Voting by postal ballot in Council constituencies. — (1) Notwithstanding 
anything in the foregoing provl.'^lons of this Chapter the Election Commission mayt 
at any time after the notification calling upon a Council constituency to elect a 
member or members has been issued under the Act but not later than the last 
date for the withdra-wal of candidatures' at such election appointed under clause 
(c) of section 30, direct by notification in the Official Gazette, that the method of 
voting by po.stRl ballot shall be followed at such election in that constituency as 
a whole. 

(2) When any notification has been issued under sub-rule (1) the provisions of 
Chapter II of this Part (except rules 35 and 36 thereof) and of rules 55 to 68 
shall not be applicable, but the provisions of rules 35 and 36 and the following 
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rules 65 to 71 shall apply, in relation to votina at the election to which such noti- 
flcatlon relates if a poll is taken at such eleartlon. 

85. Returmiaa Officer to send ballot papew by poet. — (1) The Returnina 
Officer shall, as soon as may be after the publication under rule 11 of the list of 
validly nominated candidates at the election, send by registered post to ea#h 
elector a baUot paper in Form 18 (referred to In this Chapter and in Chapter VI 
of this Part as a "postal ballot paper’’), and shall enter on the counterfoil of each 
such ballot paper the name of the elector to whom the ballot paper is sent and 
his serial number In tbe electoral roll. The particulars in the ballot paper shall 
be printed In such language or languages as the Election Commission fnay direct, 
and the name.s of the candidates shall be printed on the ballot paper in the same 
order In -w^hich the names of such candidates appear in the list of validly nomi- 
nated candidates at the election published under rule 11. 

(2) Along with the ballot paper the Returning Officer shall also send — 

(a) a cover addressed to himself in Form 19, 

(b) an envelope with the number of the ballot paper entered on Its face, and 

(c) a lettce in Form 20. 

The" Returning Officei’ shall havo the number of the ballot paper entered at tlu; 
loft hand bottom corner of the cover In Form IB. 

(3) The ballot paper together with the cover, envelope and letter shall be 
sent — ' 

(a) in the ca-e where the elector is a member of the Armed Forces of the 

Union or the wife of any such member and has been registered in 
the electoral roll for the constituency in which the election is held 
on the basis of the .statement referred to in rule 35, to the address 
of the elector as shown in the electoral roll, or to such elector under 
the care of .such officer of the said Forces as the Election Commission 
ma.v designate; 

(b) in the ca.ie where the elector is a person holding any such office a.s is 

referred to in sub-clauso (ii) of clause (a) of section 60, or the 
wife of any such person and has been so registered in such electoral 
roll, to such elector at the place where the elector or her husband, 
as the case may be, is holding such office; 

(c) in the case where the elector is a person employed under the GovorU" 

ment of India in a post outside India or the wife of any such per.son 
and has been so registered in such electoral roll, to such elector under 
(he care of the diplomatic or consular representative of India in 
the country in which .such elector is resident; 

(d) ill the case where the elector is a person subjected to preventive 

detention and has been permitted under sub-rule (4) of rule 26 to 
give his vote at the election by postal ballot, to such elector at the 
place of his detention; and 

(el in the case of any other elector, to the address of tho elector as shown 
in the electoral roll. 

(4) The officer of the Armed Forces or the diplomatic or consular representative 
of India under whose care a ballot paper is sent to an elector under clause (a) 
or clause (c) of sub-rule (3) shall en.sure that the ballot paper is delivered to .such ■ 
elector without delay. 

(5) After all the ballot paper.s have been issued under this rule, the Returning 
Officer shall seal up in a packet the counterfoils of all such ballot papers and 
record on such packet the description of its contents and tlie name of the comsti- 
tuency and the date of the electibn to which It refers, 
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(tj) No (.“lection shall be invalidated by reason that an elector has not received 
his ballot paper provided that a ballot paper has been issued to him in accordance 
with these rules. 

66. Ballot paper.s to be returaed after rec«rdiii|; votes thereon. — (1) Every 
elector on receiving his ballot paper sent under rule 68, If he desires to vote at 
the election, shall record hia vota thereon and sign the declaration on its back in 
accetdance with the instruction.s set out on the ballot paper and in the letter 
sent with Iho ballot paper, 

(2) The elector shall then place the ballot paper in the envelope, close the 
envelope and enclo.se it in the cover and send the cover to the Returning Officer 
in accordance with the instructions contained in the letter so as to reach him 
before ,5 p.m. on the date fixed in this behalf by the Returning Officer. Any 
cover which is not received by the Returning Officer before ,1 p.m. on the date 
so fixed shall be rejected. All such rejected covers shall be kept in a separate 
sealed packet by the Returning Officer. 

67. Attestation of elector’s slenature on the ballot paper. — An elector shall 
obtain the attestation of hl.s signature but not of hi,s vote on the postal ballot paper — 

(a) in the ca.se referred to in clause (a) of sub-rule (3) of rule (j.o, by such 

officer a.s may be appointed in this behalf by the Commanding Officer 
of the unit, ship or establishment in which the elec‘tor or her husband, 
as the case may be, is employed; 

(b) in the case referred to in clau.se (b) of that sub-rule, by an officer not 

below the rank of a Deputy Sec’retury to Government; 

(c) In the case referred to in clau.se (c) of that .sub-rule, by .such officer 

a,s may be appointed in this behalf by the diplomatic or consular 
representative of Tndla in the country in which such elector is 
re.sident; 

(d) in the case referred to in clau.sc Id) of that sub-rule, by the Superinten- 

dent of the ..Tail or the Commandant of the detention camp in which 
the elector is under detention, or by a magi.str.ate to whom the elector 
is personally known or- to whose satisfaction the elector has been 
identified; and 

(e) in other cases, by a magi.strate or such other person as may be notified 

in thi.s behalf by the Election Commission, to whom the elector is 
personally known or to who.se satisfaction the elector has been Iden- 
tified. 

68. AttestlnR Officer to assist infirm electors.— (1) If an elector to whom a ballot 
paper has been sent under rule 65 i.s unable through phy.sical Incapacity to record 
his vole and .sign tlie de('laratiori on the back of the ballot paper in accordance with 
the provisions of rule 66, it shall be competent for him to make his declaration and 

to record his vote by the hand of an officer or other person empowered to attest 
his signature and declaration under ri.de 67 (referred to in this Chapter as an "attes- 
ting officer”). 

(2) Any such elector as aforesaid may deliver the ballot paper together with 
the en'/clope and the cover received by him from the Returning Offit'er to an 
’ attesting officer, and such officer shall on being .so requested by the elector certify 
on the back of the ballot jteper the elector’s incapacity and shall attest the fact 
that he v,-:.i.s reque.sted by the elector to sign the declaration on the back of the 
ballot paper and to record the vote on the ballot paper for him, and that he has 
put the marks on the ballot paper in accordance with the wishes of the elector 
and that the ballot paper was so signed and marked by him in the presence of 
the elector. 
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(3) Si,Kh Gfflf.'er shall thercupan place the marked ijallot paper in the envelope, 
close the eiiveL'pe and enclose il in the cover which he shall seal and hand over to 
the elc^k}". The elector shnil then send the sealed cover forthwith to the Returning 
OlTicer in accordance with the instructions contained In the letter sent to the e.cctor 
along with the ballot paper so as to reach the Returning Officer before 5 I’.M. on 
th^ date referred to in sub-rule (2) of rule 66. Any cover which is not received 
by' the Returning Officer before 5 e.M. on such date shall he rejected and kept along 
with, the covers rejected under Ihe said .sub-rule. 

i69. Issue of undelivered and fre.sh ballot papers. — (1) When a ballot paper 
and other connected papers sent by post under rule 6.1 are for any reason 
■retuened undelivered, the Returning Officer reissue them by registered post 

or deliver them or cause them to he delivered to Iho elector personally on his 
applying for the same. 

(f2> In cases where any elector has inudveidently dealt with his ballot paper 
or fin.v of Ihe connected papers in such a manner that Ihe papers cannot con- 
venienlly be used, a .second set of ballot and other connected papers may be issued to 
the el(H tn)' on the elector returning the ballot paper and other connected papers 
to 1hc Returning Officer and satisfying him of the inadvertence. The papers so 
returned to the Returning Officer together with the <'Ounterfoil of the ballot paper 
so returned shall be marked as cancelled b.y the Returning Officer. The papers so 
cancelled except tha counter-foi' of the ballot paper shall be kept in a separate 
envelope set apart for the purpom. 

70. Safe custody of covers eontaining postal ballot papers received by the 
, Returning Officer. — The Returning Officer .shall keep in safe custody until the 
commencement of the counting of voles all covers containing po.stal ballot papers 
received by him under rule 66 or rule 68. 

71. Votes and preferences to be exercised by the electors .at an election in a 
Council constituency, — (1) At an election in a Council c'onstituency every elector 
.^hall have one vote only, 

(2) auLh an elector in giving his vote — 

(a) .shall place on hi.3 ballot paper the figure 1 in the space oppo.site the name 

of the candidate for whom he vofds, and 

(b) may, in addition, place on his ballot paper the figure 2, or the figures 

2 and 3. or 2, 8 and 4. and so on. in the space,? opposite the names 
of other candidates in the order of his preference. 

CHAPTER V 

Special provisions for voting at elections to fill seats In the CoiuKdl of States and 

at elections by the niember.s of the Legislative A.sscmblle.s to fill seats in the 

Legislative Councils, 

72. Specliil rules as to voting at eertaln elections to fill scats in the Council of 
States and in the Legislative Councils. — At an election (otlTer than a primary elec- 
tion) to fill a seat or seat,? In the Council of Slates or at an election by the mem- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly of a State to fill a seal or seals in the Legislative 
Council of the State, the following rules 73 to 82 and rule 89 shall apply in rela- 
tion to voting at such election, if a poll Is taken thereat. 

73. Notice to the elected members or the members of the Legislative Assembly 
of a State or the members of the electoral college for a Part C State or group of 
finch States of the date, time and place fixed for the poll, — (1) As soon n.s may he 

after the publication of the hours fixed under .section 56 for polling at an election 
by the elected members of the Legislative Assembly of a State or by the members 
of the electoral college for a Part C Slate or group of such States to fill a seat or 
seats In'the Council of Stales, or at an election by the members of the Legislative 
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Assembly of a State 1o All a seal or scats in the Legislative Council of that State, 
the Returning Officer for such election shall by notice in writing inform each elec- 
ted member or member of such Legislative Assembly or each member of such elec'- 
toral college, as the case may be, (referred to in this Chapter and In Chapter VI of 
this Part as an "elector"; of the date fixed for the poll under clause (d; of sub- 
section (2) of seclio'i 3,9, the hours of polling so fixed and the place fixed under 
sub-section (1) of sedion 2 ^ at which the poll will be taken. 

(■2) Notice under sub-rule (1) shall be served personally and, in default of 
personal service, shall be served by registered post or, if necessary, by telegram. 

74, Articles to be provided at the place fixed for the poll.— The Returning 
Officer shall provide at the place fixed for the poll materials sufficient for the pur- 
pose of enabling electors to mark the ballot papens and as many ballot boxes as 
may be necessary. He shall also provide a sufficient number of copies of the list 
containing the names of the electors maintained under sub-.section (1) or sub-section 

(2) of section 152, as the case may be. 

75, Ballot boxes to be locked up and sealed before the commencement of poll. — 

(1) Every ballot box shall bo of such design as has been previou.9ly approved of 
by the Election Commission. It shall be so constructed that ballot papers can be 
Introduced therein but cannot be withdrawn therefrom without the box being un- 
locked and the seals being broken. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall irnmcdiutely before the commencement of the 
poll allow inspection of each ballot box to be used at the poll to the candidates, 
their election agent.s and their polling agents who may be present at the place 
fixed for the poll and demonstrate to them and to all other persons present that It 
is empty. 

(3) Where it i,s necessary to ii.se a paper .seal for securing the ballot box, the 
Returning Officer shall thereafter fix in the space meant therefor in each such 
box a paper .seal provided for the purpo.se. He shall also affix on .such paper seal 
hi.s own signature or seal and obtain thereon the signatures or seals of such candi- 
dates or of such election or polling agents of the candidates us may be present 
and may desire to affix such signatures or seals. He shall then secure and seal each 
box in Ihelr pre.sencc in such mannar that the slit in the box for insertion of ballot 
papers therein remains open. 

(4) Where it is not necessary to use a paper seal for securing a ballot box, the 
Returning Officer shall, after demonstrating under sub-rule (t) that the ballot box 
is empty, secure nnd seal the box in .such manner that the slit in the box for in- 
sertion of ballot paper, s therein remains open and shall also allow the candidates 
or their election or polling agents who may be present to affix their own seals on 
the .space in the box meant therefor, if they so desire. 

(5) The paper seal or the other .seals used in a ballot box .shall be alflxcd in 
such manner that it shall not he possible to open the box again without breaking 
such paper seal or other .seal.s or any thread on which the other seals have been 
affixed. 

76, Admission to the place fixed for the poll. — (1) The Returning Officer shall 
regulate the number of electors to be admitted at any one time inside the place 
fixed for the poll and shall exclude llierefrom all other persons except — 

(a) the polling officers; 

(b) each candidate, hi.s election agent, and one polling agent of each candi- 

date; 

(c) the police officers and other public servants on duty; and 

(d) such other persons as the Returning Officer may from time to time 

admit for the purpose of assisting him in taking the poll. 
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(2) The Returnine Officer shall close the place fixed for the poll at the hour 
fixed in that behalf under .section 5G and shall not admit thereto any elector alter 
that hour: 

Provided that all electors present at the place fixed for the poll before it is so 
closed shall bo entitled to have their votes recorded. 

77. Fonm of ballot paper. — The ballot paper .shall be in Form 21 and the parti- 
cular.s therein .shall be printed in such language or languages as the Election 
Commission may direct. The names of the candidates shall be printed On the 
ballot paper in the same order in which the names of such candidates appear In 
the list of validly nominated candidates at the election published under rule y.. 

78. Procedure before recording votes. — Immediately before a ballot paper is 
delivered to an elector, a mark sh.all be placed in the copy of the list of cloctor.s 
maintained undbr sub-section (1) or sub-section (2), as the case may be, of section 
152 against the name of the elector and the number of the elector in the said list 
shall be entered on the counterfoil of the ballot paper, The elector shall then give 
a receipt in writing against his name in the said copy of the list that he has 
received the ballot paper. No other mark or writing shall be put against the name 
In such list and no ballot paper shall be delivered to an elector unless he has given 
such receipt. 

79. Supply of frc.sh ballot paper when ballot paper is spoilt through inadvertence 
and the return of ballot paper by an elector. — (1) An elector who has inadvertently 
dealt with Jus ballot paper in .such a jnaimer that it cannot be conveniently used 
as a ballot paper may, on delivering it to the Returning Officer and on .satisfying 
him of the inadvertence, obtain another ballot paper in place of the ballot paper 
so delivered and the latter shall together with its counter-foil be marked a.s cancelled 
by the Returning Officer. All ballot papers .so cancelled shall be kept in a separate 
envelope set apart for the purpose. 

(2) If an elector after obtaining an.y ballot paper for the purpose of record- 
ing his vole decides not to use tlie same, he shall return the ballot paper to the 
Returning Officer and the ballot paper so returned shall then be marked as 
"cancclled-returned” and kept In the envelope set apart for the purpose of keep- 
ing ballot papers cancelled under .sub-rule (1). 

f.l) A record .shall be kept by (he Returning Officer of the ballot papers can- 
celled under sub-rules (1) and (2). 

^80. Manner of recording vote.s. — (1) The elector on receiving a ballot paper 
shall proceed for the purpose of recording his vote into a place .screened from 
observation provided therefor and ^'sall record hi.s vote in accordance with the 
Instructions set out on the ballot p:iper. He shall then, before quitting such place 
fold up lii,s Jjallot paper so a,s to conceal his vole and .shall proceed to the ballot 
box provided and pi.it the ballot paper so folded up inlo the ballot box. 

(2) Each elector shall vote without undue delay and shall quit the place fixed 

for Ihe poll as soon as he has put his ballot paper into the ballot box. 

81. Instructions for the recording of votes to be explained by the Returning 
Officer when rcciuested. — The Returning Officer shall, when he is so requested by 
an elector, explain to him the instructions contained on the ballot paper foV the 
recording of votes. 

83, Sealing up of ballot boxes etc. after the close of the poll. — A,s soon as- 
practicable after the close of the poll, the Returning Officer .shall, in the pre- 
sence of any candidates or their election or polling agents who may be present, 

dose the .slit for insertion of ballot paper.s of each ballot box or where the box 
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doeti not contain any Tnechanical device for closing the slit, seal, up the slit and 
seal and secure all the ballot boxes \isod at the place fixed for the poll. He shall 
'dsu, make up into separate packets — 

(a) the unused ballot papers; 

(b) the marked copy ot the list ol electors containing receipts of the electors 

that ballot papers have been obtained by such electors; 

(c) the ballot papers cancelled under sub-rules (I) and (2) of rule 79; and 

(d) the counter-foils of ballot papers, 

.and shall seal each such packet with hi.s own seal and the seals of such candidates 
or election or polling agents ns ma.y desire to affix their seals thereon. The Return- 
ing Officer shall retain the ballot box or boxes used at the place fixed for the poll 
and all .such pncket.s in .safe custody until Ihe commencement of the coiinting of 
votes, 

8.^. Voting by postal ballot at certain elections to fill seats In the Council of 
States and In the r.egislative Councils. — (1) Notwithstanding anything in the 
foregoing provisions of this Chapter, the Election C'ommis.sion may, at any time 
before the last date appointed under clause (c) of sub-scction (2) of .section 39 
lor the withdrawal of candidatures at any election referred to in that .sub-section, 
direct by notification in the Official Oazette, that the method ol voting by postal 
■ballot .shall be followed at such election. 

(?) When any notillcation has been i.s.sued under sub-rule (1), the provisions of 
rules 73 to 82 shah not be applicable, but the following rules 84 to 89 shall apply, 
in relation to voting at the election to which such notification relale.s if a poll is 
taken at such election. 

84. BeturnlnK Officer to send ballot papers by post. — (1) On or before such 
date as may be fixed In this behalf by the Election Commission, the Returning 
Officer shall send by registered po.st to each elected member or member of the 
Legislative Assembly concerned or each member of the electoral college con- 
cerned, as the case ma.y be, (referred to In this Chapter and in Chapter VI of this 
Part as an “elector”) a ballot paper in Form 22 (referred to in thi.s Chapter and in 
the said Chapter VI a.s a “postal ballot paper”) and shall enter on the counterfoil 
of each such ballot paper the name of the elector to whom the ballot paper is sent 
and his number in the list maintained under sub-section (1) or sub-section (2), as 
the case may be. of section 152. The particulars in the ballot paper shall be 
printed in such language or languages as the Election Commission may direct, and 
the names of the candidates shall be printed on the ballot paper in the same 
order in which the names ot such candidates appear in the list of validly nominated 
candidates at the election published under rule 11. 

(2) Along with the ballot paper the Returning Officer .shall also send. — 

(a) a cover addressed to himself in Form 23; 

(b) an envelope with the number of the ballot paper entered on its face; 

and 

(c) a letter in Form 24. 

The Returning Officer shall have the number of the ballot paper entered at 
the left hand bottom corner of the cover in Form 23. 

(3) The ballot paper together with the cover, envelope and letter shall be 
sent to the address of the elector as shown in the list maintained under sub- 
section. (1) or sub-section (2), as the case may be, of section 152. 

(4) After all the ballot papers have been issued under this rule, the Returning 
Officer .shall seal up in a packet the counterfoils of all such ballot papers and 
.ttcovd on such packet the description of its contents and Ihe date of the election 
1(j which it refers, 
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(5) ,No cLeetion shall be iiivalirJated by reason that ati elector has not reoelvod 
his ballot paper provided that a ballot paper has been issued to him in .accord- 
ance with these rules. 

85. Ballot papers to be returned after rceotdinfi- votes thereon,— (1) Every 
elector bn receivi.tis his ballot paper sent under rule 84, if he desire.s to vote at 
the election, shall record his vote tliereon and sign the declaration on its back In 
accordance with the itistrtiction.s .set out on the Vjallot paper and in the letter sent' 
with the ballot paper. 

(2) The elector shall then place the ballot paper In the envelope, close the 
envelope and enclose it in the cover ajid send the cover to the Returning Officer 
in ac(.'ordanco with the instructions contained in the letter so as to reach him 
before a p.m. on the date fixed in Ihi.s behalf by the Election Commission. Any 
cover which is not received by the Ucturning Officer before 5 P.M. on the date 
so fixed shall be rejected. All such rejected covers shall be kept in a separate 
sealed packet by the Returning Officer. 

86. Attestation of elector’s signature on the ballot paper. — An elector shall 
obtain tho attestation of his signature but not of his vole on the postal ballot' 
paper by a magistrate or such otlier officer as may be notified In this behalf b.y 
the Election Commi.ssion to whom the elector is personally known or to whose 
satisfaction (be elector ha.s been identified. 

87. I«.sue of undelivered and fve.sli ballot papers. — (1) When a ballot paper 
and other connected papers seat by post under rule 84 are for any reason return- 
ed undelivered, the Returning Officer may reis.sne them by registered po.st or 
deliver them or cau.se them to be delivered to the elector personally on his 
applying for the same, 

(2) In ca.ses where any clcclor hu.s inadvertently dealt with hi.s ballot paper 
or any of the conneerted papers in such a manner that the papers cannot conveni- 
ently be used, a second set of ballot and other connected papers may be issued to the 
elector on the elector returning the b.rllot paper and other connected papers to the' 
B.eturning Officer and satl.sfying him of the inadvertence. The papers so return- 
ed to the Returning Officer together with the counter-foil of the ballot paper so 
returned shall bo marked as cancelled b.v the Returning Officer. Tho papers so 
cancelled except the counter-foil of the ballot paper shall be kept in a separate 
envelope .set apart for the purpose. 

88. Safe custody of covers coulainiag postal ballot papers received b.v tJio 
Rcturulng Offlccr.— Tho Returning Officer shall keep In safe custody until the 
commencement of the counting oC vote.s all coveivs containing postal ballot papers 
received by him under rule 85. 

89. Votes and preferences to be exercised by the electors, — (1) Every elector 
shall have one vote only. 

( 2 ) An elector in giving his vole — 

(a) shall place on his ballot paper the figure 1 in the space oppo,site the 

name of the candidate for whom he votes, and 

(b) may, In addition, place on his ballot paper the figure 2, or the figures 

2 and .1, or .2, 3 and 4, and so on, in the spaces opposite the names 
of other caritlidate.s in tho order of his preference. 

CHAPTER VI 

Special provisions with regard to the counting of votes at elections in Counclt 
constltaencles, at elections to fill seato la the Council of States and at elections 
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by* the members of the Le^Mattvc Assemblies to fill seats is the LeEislative 
CesscUs. 

90. Special rales as to the coustiac of votes at eetta^ clectlAms. — At an elec- 
tion in a CoimcU constituency or at an election (other than a primary election) 
to fill B seat or seats in the Council of States or at an election by the members of 
the Lejislativo Assembly of a State to fill a seat or seats in the X-iCgislative 
Counctt of that Sitate, the following rules 01 to 109 shall apply in relation to the 
counting of votes at such election and the matters connected therewith. 

91., l>cSBltUa5. — In this Chapter — 

(1) the expression "continuing candidate" means any candidate not elect- 

ed and not excluded from the poll; 

(2) the; expression “first preference” means the figure 1, the expression 

"second preference" means the figure 2, and the expression "third 
preferenre" means the figure 3, set opposite the name of any candi- 
date. and so on; 

(3) the expression "transferable ppper” means a ballot paper on which a 

second or subsequent preference is recorded for a eonitinulng candi- 
date; 

(4) the, expression "non-transferable paper” means a ballot paper on Which 

no second or subsequent preference is recorded for a continuing 
candidate: 

Provided, that a paper shall be deemed to be non-transferable paper in any 
case in which — 

(a) the names of two or more candidates (whether continuing or not) are 

marked with the same figure, and are next In orden of preference; or 

(b) the name of the candidate next in order of preference (whether con- 

tinuing or not) Is marked — 

(i) by a figure not following consecutively after some other figure on 

the ballot paper; or 

(ii) by two or more figures; 

(5) tho expression "original vote” in regard to any candidate means a vote 

derived from a ballot paper on which a first preference is recorded 
foe that candidate; 

(S) the expression "transferred vote” in regard to any candidate means a 
vote derived from a ballot paper on which a second or subsequent 
preference is recorded for that candidate; 

(7) the expressioa "surplus" means the number of votes by which the 
total number of votes, original and transferred, credited to any candi- 
date cKceods the quota. 

92. Graondji Ibt declarlag ballot papers Invalid. — A ballot paper shall be- 
Invalid on which— 

(a) the figure I is not marked; or 

(b) the figure 1 is set opposite the name of more than one candidate; or Is 

so placed as to render it doubtful to which candidate It Is Intended 
to apply; or 

(c) the figure 1 and some other figure are set opposite the name of ihe same 

candidate; or 

(d) . any mark is made by which the elector may afterwards bo fclitntUted; or 
<ei) If it is a postal ballot paper, the signature of the elector is not duly 

attested. 
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93. of time, place aod date for the coubIIh^ of v«te«.^(l) The 

Retumins Ofifteer shall appoint a date (which shall be aa sooh as practicable alter 
the close of the poll) for the counting of votes, and shall fix the 'place and time 
at which the votea shall be counted on the date .so appointed. 

(,8) The Retumint: Officer shall give notice of .such date, time and place in 
writing to all candidates and their counting -agents. 

(3) If from any unavoidable (;ause the Returning Officer is unable to proceed 
with the counting of votes at the time and date appointed under sub-rule (1), 
the Returning Officer may postpone the counting to another date and time, and 
may fix, if necessary, another place for the counting of votes on the date to 
which the counting has been so postponed, and shall give notice thereof in 
writing to the candidates and their counting agents. 

94. PersoiLS who may be present at »he counting of votes. — (i) The Returning 
Officer shall not allow any person to be present at the counting of votes except 
such persons as he may appoint to u.ssist him in counting the vote.s and sldi. 
other persons as have a right to be present under section 64. 

(2) No person who ha.s been employed by or on behalf of, or ha.s been other- 
wise workiag for, a candidate in or about the election shall be appointmi ti) assist 
the Returning Officer In counting the votes. 

35. Procedure te be followed at the eouoting of votes. — (1) On the date and at 
the time and place appointed under rule 03, the Returning Officer shall before he 
commences to count the vote,s read the provisions of .‘jcclion 128 to such persons 
fis may be present. 

(2) fflie Returning Officer shall then — 

(a) in the ca.se of an election where votes have been recorded only by 

postal ballot, open the covers containing the postal ballot papers 
received by him under rules 86 and 68 before 6 p.m. on the date 
referred to in sub-:ule (2) of rule 66, or, under rule 85 before 6 p.m. 
on the dale referred to in sub-rule (2) of that rule, as the case may 
be; and 

(b) in other cases, open the ballot boxes, and. where the election relates 

to a Council constituency, albo the covers received by him under 
rule.s 39 and 41 before 5 p.m. on the date referred to in sub-rule (2) 
of rule 30. 

(3’) In the case of an election in a Council constituency the Reluming Officer 
#halb after the ballot papers have been taken out from each of ttic ballot boxes, 
count them or cause them to be counted and record the number thereof in a state- 
ment. 

(4) The Returning Officer .shall thereafter scrutini.se the ballot papers taken out 
from the covers under clause (a) of sub-rule (2), or the ballot papers taken out 
from the ballot boxes and covers under clause (b) of that sub-rule, as the case may 
be, and separate the ballot papers which he deems valid from those which he 
rejeotfi, endorsing on the latter the word ‘Te.iected” and the ground of rejection; 
and after rejecting thase which are Invalid shall arrange the remainder in parcels 
according to the first preferences recorded for each candidate. 

96. Counting of \' 0 tcs. — The Returning Officer shall then count the number 
of papers In each parcel, and credit eaclr candidate with one vole in respect of 
each valid paper on which a first preference has been recorded for him, and he 
ahill ascertain the 'total number of valid papers. 

97. Ascertainment of quota.— The Returning Officer shall then divide the total 
jiumber of valid papers by a number exceeding by one the nundoer of vacancies 
to be filled,, and the lesult increased by one, disregarding any fractional remalpder, 
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shall be the mimljer ot votes suffleient to seciire the retiixti of a cahdidale '(in 
this Chapter I'el'crred to us the “ciuota”). 

P8. Candidates walh quota elected, — If at any time the number ot votes credited: 
to a candidate is eo.ual to or greater than tin; quota, that candidate shall be 
declared elected. 

1)9. Transfer of surplus. — (U If at any lime the number of votes dredited to 
a candidate is greater than , the quota, the surplus .shall . be transferred ift 
accordance with the provisions of thus rule to the continuing candidates indicated^ 
on the ballot papev.s in the parcel of the elected candidates, as being ne.'ct in 
order of tlio electors’ preference. 

(2) (a) ff the votes credited to an elected candidate consist of original votes 
only, the Returning Officer shall examine all the papers in the parcel of the 
elected candidate who.-^e surplus Is to be- tran-sferred, and shall arrange the trans- 
ferable papers ir. .sub-parcehs according to the next preferences recorded therdon. 

(b) If the vote.s credited to an elected candidate consist of original and 
tran.sferrod votc.s, or of transferred votes only, Uie Returning Officer shall e.'camino 
the papers contaji’.ctf in the .sub-parcel last received by the elected candidate and 
shall arrange the transferable paper.s therein in further fiub-parcets according to 
the next preferences recorded thereon. 

(c) In either case the Returning Officer shall make a separate sub-parcel ot 
the non-transferable paper.s and shall asrertain the number of papers in each 
sub-parcel of irairid'erable papers and in the sub-parcel of non-transferable papers. 

(3) If the total number of papers in the sub-parcels of transferable papers is- 
equal to or Ic.ss than the surplus, the Returning Officer shall transfer each sub- 
parcel of transl'crab'e papers to the continuing candidate indicated thereon as 
the electnr.s’ next prelcrencc. 

(4) (a) If the total number of trainsferable papers is greater than the surplus,, 
the Returning Officer siiall transfer from each sub-parceJ the number of paper..- 
which boar.s the same proprjrtlon to the number of papers In the , sub-parcel a:- 
the surplus bears to the total nhinber of transferable papers. 

(ta) The inunber cl papers to be transferred from each sub-parcel .shall be- 
ascertained by multip.tying the number of papers in the .sub-parcel by the surplus 
and dividing the result by the total number of transfeinble papers. A note shall 
be made of the fractional parts, if any, ol each number .so ascertained. 

(c; If owing to the existence of such fractional parts, the number of papers 
to be tiansferred is less than the .surplus, so many of these fractloual parts taken 
in the order of their magnitude, beginning with the largest, as are neco.ssary to- 
make the total number of papers to be transferred equal to the surplus, shall be 
reckoned as of the value of unity, and the remaining fractional parts shall be 
ignored. 

If two or more fractional parts are of equal magnitude, that fractional part 
shall be deemed to be the larger which arises from the larger sub-parcel, and if 
the sub-parcels in quc-stlon arc equal in size, preference shall be given to the 
candidate who obtained the larger number of original vote.s. 

If the original votes arc equal, the Returning Officer shall determine by lot. 
which .fraction shall be deemed lo be the lar.ge3l. 

(d) The particular papers to be transferred from em h sub-parcel .shall be 
those last filed in the sub-parcel. 

(e) Each paper transferred shall be marked in .such a manner as to Indicate- 
the candidate from and to whom the transfer is made. 
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(B) (a) lit more than one candidate has a surplus, the largest surplus shall be 
first dealt with. 

(b) II two or more candidates have each the same surplus, regard shall be 
had to the number of original votes obtained by each candidate, and the surplus 
of the candidate credited with the largest number of original votes shall be first 
dealt with, and. If the numbers of the original votes are equal, the Returning 
Officer shall decide vhich surplus he will first deal with. 

(c) The Returning Officer need not transfer the surplus of an elected candidate 
when that surplus together with any other surplus not transferred, does not 
exceed the dill'erence between the totals of the votes credited to the two continuing 
candidates lowest on the poll. 

100. Exclusion of candidates lowest on the poll. — (1) If at any time no candidate 
has a surplus (or when under the preceding rule any existing surplus need not 
be transferred), and one or more vacancies remain unfilled, the Returning Officer 
shall exclude from the poll the candidate credited with the lowest number of votes, 
and shall examine all the papers of that candidate, and shall arrange the 
transferable papers In sub-parcels according to the next preferences recorded 
thereon for continuing candidates, and shall transfer each sub-parccl to the 
candidate for whom that preference is recorded. 

The Returning Officer shall make a separate sub-parcel of the non-transferable 
papers. 

(2) If the total of the votes of the two or more candidates lowest on the poll, 
together with any surplus votes not transferred, Is less than the votes credited 
to the next highest candidate, the Returning Officer may in one operation exclude 
those candidates from the poll and transfer their votes In accordance with the 
preceding rule. 

(3) If, when a candidate has to be excluded under this rule, two or more 
candidates have each the same number of votes and are lowest on the poU, regard 
shall be had to the number of original votes credited to each of those candidates, 
and the candidate with lowest original votes shall be excluded, and, where the 
numbers of the original votes are equal, regard shall be had to the total number 
of votes credited to those candldate.s at the first transfer at which they had an un- 
equal number of votes, and the candidate with the lowest number of votes at 
that transfer shall be excluded, and where the numbers of votes credited to those 
candidates were equal at aU transfers, the Returning Officer shall decide by lot 
which of them shall be excluded. 

101. Disposal of papers after any transfer. — (1) Whenever any transfer la 
made under any of the preceding rules, each sub-parcel of papers transferred 
shall bo added to the parcel, if any, of papers of the candidate to whom the transfer 
is made, and that candidate shall be credited with one vote In respect of each 
paper transferred. Such papers as are not transferred shall be set aside as 
finally dealt with, and the votes given thereon shall thenceforth not be taken Into 
account. 

(2) If after any transfer a candidate has a surplus, that surplus shall be dealt 
with in accordance with and subject to the provisions contained in rule 99 before 
any other candidate Is excluded. 

102. Filling the last vacancies. — (1) When the number of continuing candidates 
Is reduced to the number of vacancies remaining unfilled, the continuing candi- 
dates shall be declared elected. 

(2) When only one vacancy remains . unfilled, and the votes of some one 
continuing candidate exceed the total of all the votes of rhe other continuing 
candidates, together with 'any surplus not transferred, that candidate shall be 
declared elected. 
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(3) Wheil the last vacancies can be filled under this rule, no fiirlher transfer 
of votes need be made. 

103. Provision tor recounts. — Any candidate or in his absence hla election or 
counting agent may, at any time during the counting of the votes, either before 
the ccinmei'.cement or after the completion of any transfer of votes (whether 
surplus or otherwise), request the Returning Officer to rc-examlne and recount the 
papers of all or any candidates (not being papers set aside at any previous transfer 
as finally dealt with), and the Returning Officer shall forthwith re-examine and 
recount the same accordingly. The Returning Officer may also at his discretion 
recount votes either once or more often in any case in which he is not satislled as 
to tho accuracy of any previous count: 

Provided that nothing herein shall make it obligatory on the Returning OiBcer 
to recount the same votes more than once. 

104. Ulustratlon of the procedure as to the counting of votes under thh) Chapter. — 

An illustration of the procedure as to the counting of votes in accordance with 
the provisions of this Chapter is given in Schedule HI. 

105. Verification of accounts submitted by the presiding officers. — In the case of 
an electlcn in a Council constituency where votes have not been recorded only by 
postal ballot, the Returning Officer shall not open the sealed packets of the ten- 
dered ballot papers, the marked copy of the electoral roll or the counter-foils of 
the ballot papers, but he shall verify the accounts submitted by the presiding 
officers under rule 33 by comparing them with the statement prepared under sub- 
rule (3) of rule 95 and with the number of the valid ballot paper.s and the rejected 
ballot papers, the unused ballot papers in his possession and the tendered votes 
list and record the result of the verification in a statement. He shall then re- 
close and rescal each packet which has been opened by him, and shall also seal the 
statements prepared under this rule and under sub-rule (3) of rule D5 in a sepa- 
rate packet, He shall record on each packet the description of Its contents and 
the name of the constituency and the date of the election to which it refers. 

lOG. Return by Returning Officers. — (1) Upon the completion of the counting of 
votes, the Returning Officer shall prepare and certify a return in Form 25 setting 
forth— 

(a) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes have been given; 

(b) the number of valid votes given to each candidate; 

(c) the number of votes declared invalid and rejected; 

(d) the names of the persons declared elected. 

The Returning Officer shall also permit any candidate or his election or counting 
agent to take a copy of or an extract from the return. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall then seal up In separate packets the valid 
and the rejected ballot papers and record on each such packet the description 
of its contents and the date of the election to which it refers. 

107 . Custody of the return and of the ballot boxes and papers relating to elec- 
tion. — (1) The Returning Officer shall, after reporting the result of the election 
under section 67, forward the return to the Chief Electoral Officer, 

(2) All ballot boxes used at the election .shall be kept in such custody as the 
Chief Electoral Officer may direct. 

(3) The Returning Officer shall keep In his own custody the packets of ballot 
papers and all other papers relating to the election. 

108. Production and in.spcction of election papers. — (^1) While in the custody of 
the Returning Officer, the packets of ballot papers, whether vaUd, rejected or 
tendered and their counterfoils, and of the marked copy of the electoral roll or 
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of the list maintained under sub-section (1) rr sub-.section (2) of section 152 shall 
not be opened and their contents shall not be inspected by, or produced before, 
any person or authority except under the order of a competent court or of a 
Tribunal 

(2) All other papers relating to the election shall be open to public Inspection 
subject to such conditions and to the payment of such fc^', if ai.y, as the Election 
Cormnisslon may direct. 

(3) Copies of the returns by the Returning Officers forwarded under sub-rule 
■(1) of rule 107 shall be furnished by the Chief Electoral Officer of the State con- 
cerned on payment of a fee of two rupees for each such copy. 

109. Disposal of election papor.s. — (1) The packets referred to In sub-rule (1) 
of rule 108 shall be rotated for a period of one year and shall thereafter be des- 
troyed subject to any direction to the contrary given by tho Election Commission 
or by a competent court or by a Tribunal. 

(2) All other papers relating to an election to which this Chapter applies shall 
be retained until the termination of the next election held in pursuance of a 
notification i.ssued under sub-section (.2) of section 12 or sub-section (2) of sec- 
tion 18, as the case may be, and shall thereafter be destroyed subject to any direc- 
tion to the contrary given by the Election Commission or by a competent court 
•br by a Tribunal. 


CHAPTER VII 
Election expenses 

110. Application of Chapter VIII of Part V of the Act to certain elections.— -The 
erovislons of Chapter VIII of Part V of the Act shall apply to every election to fill 
•s seat or seats In tho Council of States- and to every election by the members of 
the Legislative Assembly of a State to fill r seat or seats in the Legislative Council 
of that State. 

111. Accounts of election agents. — The books of accounts to be kept by an elec- 
tion agent under section 44 shaU contain a statement— 

(a) of all payments made or authorised by the candidate or by his election 
agent or made on behalf of the candidate or In his interests by any 
other person with the consent of the candidate or his election agent for 
expenses incurred on account of, or In connection with, the conduct and 
managenient of the election, and 

(,b) of all unpaid claim.s in re.spcct of such expenses of which the candidate 
or his election agent Is aware. 

112. Return of election expenses. — (1) The returns of election expenses under 
Chapter VIII of Part V of the Act shall be lodged with the Returning Officer 
within forty-five days from the date of the publication under section 67 of the 
result of the election to whlt?h the expenses relate. 

(2) Every such return shall be in Form 26 and shall contain the particulars 

specified in paragraphs 1 and 2 of Schedule IV and shall be accompanied by tho 

declarations referred to in sub-section (2) of section 76. The said declarations 
shall be In the forms contained in paragraph 3 of the said Schedule and shall be 

written on papers stamped with non-judicial stamps of the value of two rupees 

■each. 
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(3) The declaration to be made under sub-section (3) of section 76 by a candi- 
date who owing to absence from India was unable to sign the return of election, 
expenses and to make the required declaration shall be in the special form con- 
tained in paragraph 4 of the said Schedule-. 

(4) At the time when any return of election expenses is lodged with the Re- 
turning Officer, he shall note on the return the date on which it is lodged and 
ohall also certify thereon whether or not in his opinion the return has been lodged 
within the time and in the manner required by the Act and these rules. In the- 
case where a candidate owing to absence from India was unable to sign the re- 
tfirn and to make the required declaration, the Returning Officer shall not en- 
dorse thereon the certificate referred to above until the declaration made under 
sub-section (3) of section 76 has been lodged with him. 

113. Notice that return of election expenses has been lodged and Inspection and 
copy of such return, — When any return and the declaration in respect thereof in- 
cluding In the case of a candidate, who owing to absence from India was unable to 
sign the return and to make the required declaration, the declaration made by 
such candidate under sub-section (3) of section 76, have ali been lodged with the 
Returning Officer, the Returning Officer shall within two days from the date of 
the receipt of such return and the declarations cause a notice of the date or dates 
on which the return and declarations in question have been iodged, and of the 
time and place at which they can be inspected, to be fixed in some conspicuous 
place in his office and shall, as soon as may be. cause such notice to be published 
in the Official Gazette; and any person shall, on payment of a fee of one rupee, 
be entitled to Inspect any such return and declarations and, on payment of such 
fee as may be fixed by the Election Commission in this behajf, be entitled to 
obtain attested copies thereof or of any part thereof, 

114. Decision of Election Commission regarding persons who have defaulted in 
making the return of election expenses and have thereby Incurred disqualifications- 
and publication of the list of such pcrson.s. — (1) Within ten days from the expira- 
tion of the time specified in sub-rule (1) of rule 112 for the lodging of the return, 
of election expenses of candidates at any election, the Returning Officer shall sub- 
mit for the information of the Election Commission a statement containing the- 
names of all candidates and their election agents together with a report whether 
they have lodged their returns of election expenses and, if so, the respective dates 
on which such returns have been lodged and shall, in the said report, invite atten- 
tion to returns which in his opinion have not been lodged within the time and in; 
the manner required by the Act and these rules, 

(2) As soon as may be after the expiration of the time specified in sub-section 
(3) of section 76 in the case of every candidate to whom the provisions of the said 
sub-section apply, the Returning Officer shall also forward for the Information ofl 
the Election Commission a statement containing the name of such candidate and 
of his election agent and also containing a report whether any declaration 
under the said sub-section has been lodged by the candidate after his return to 
India and if .so. thf dn+e on which the said declaration has been lodged and shall, 
in the said report, invite attention to every such declaration which in his opinion 
has not been lodged within the time and in the manner required by the Act and 
these rules. 

(3) Immediately after the submission of the statement referred to In sub-rule 
(1) or in sub-rule (2), the Returning Officer shall publish a list by affixing a copy 
thereof in some conspicuous place In his office notifying therein the names of all 
candidates and their election agents who have been reported by him under suhi 
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rule (1) or sub-rule (2), as the case may be, to have tailed to lodge their retuma 
of election expenses within the time and in the manner required. 

(4) As soon as may bo on the receipt of the statement referred to in sub-rule 
(1) or In sub-rule (2) the Election Commission shall, after considering the report 

cof the Returning Officer, decide whether any candidate or election agent has failed 
to lodge the return of election expenses within the time and in the manner re- 
quired by the Act and these rules and the candidate and the election agent have 
thereby incurred disqualifleations under clause (c) of section 7 or under section 
U3. 

(5) Not later than forty day.s from the expiration ( Ihe time specified in sub- 
rule (1) of rule 112 for the lodging of the return of election expenses or of the 
time specified in sub-section (.I) of section 76 for the lodging of the declaration 
by the candidate after his return to India, as the case may be, the Election Com- 
mission shall cause to be published in the Official Gazette and in .such other 
manner as it may direct a list containing the names of all candidates and their 
election agents who have, according to the decision given by the Election Com- 
mission under sub-rule (4), failed to lodge the returns of election expenses within 
the time and in the manner required by the Act and these rules and have there- 
by incurred the disqualifications referred to In that sub-rule. 

(6) Any candidate or election agent who.se name is included in the list re- 
ferred to in sub-rule (5) may within fifteen days from the date of publication of 

tlie list in the Official Gazette submit a representation in writing to the Election 
Commission for the removal of the disqualification referred to in sub-rule (4) 
incurred by such candidate or election agent with an explanation as to why 
default has been made in making the return of election expenses, and shall at. the 
same time send a copy thereof to the Returning Officer. Along with such copy 
the candidate or the election agent shall, if he has not already done so, submit a 
return of election expenses to the Returning Officer in the manner required by 
the Act and these rules. The Returning Officer shall within live days of the 
receipt thereof forward to the Election Commission the said copy and return (if 
any) with such comments as he wishes to make thereon. 

(7) As soon as may be on receipt of the representation under sub-rule (6) and 
after such inquiry as it thinks fit, ihc Election Commission shall decide whether 
or not the disqualification Incurred by the candidate or the election agent should 
he removed. 


115. Notification of disqualifications.— As soon as may be after the expiration 
of the period of two months referred to in clause (b) of sub-section (1) of section 
H o.' oC such longer period as the Election Commission may In any particular case 
allow under the said clause, the Election Commission shall cause the names of 
all candidates and their election agents who have been notified under sub-rule 
<5) of rule 114 as having incurred disqualifications under clause (c) of section 7 
or under section 143 and whose disqualifications have not up to that time been 
removed by tiic Election Commission to be published in the Official Gazette. 

lie. Maintenance of records regarding elections and election expenses. (1) 

The Election Commission shall cause to be prepared in such manner as it may 
'direct a record .showing — 

(a) the name of each candidate at every election; 

(b) the name of the election agent of each such candidate; 
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(c) the date of each election; 

(dj the numc of ea<'h consUtueiicy in which an election has been held; 

(e) the date on which the return of election expenses of each candidate in 

each such election has been lodged with the Returning Officer andi 

the date by which such return ought to have been lodged; and 

(f) whether the return of election expenses of each such candidate has 

been lodged in the manner required by the Act and these rules. 

(2) The particulars reauired for the maintenance of the record mentioned 
above slia’.l he I'uriiishen the Election Commission by the Retuiming Officers 
concerned through the Chief Electoral Officer. 

f/A) The record shall be open to inspection by any person on payment of a 
lee- of two rupees and ttested copies of entries made therein shall be furnished 

to any person on paym it of a fee of two rupees per copy of the entries relating 

to each candidate. 

(4) The record of each election shall be maintained for six years from the 
date of such election. 

(5) Separate records shall be maintained lor general elections and bye-elec- 
tions. 

117, Maximum election expenses. — No expense shall be incurred or authorised 
by a candidate or his election agent on account of or in respect of the conduct and 
management of an election in any one constituency In a State in excess of the 
maximum amount specilled in rc.spect of that constituency in Schedule V. 

118. Number of persons who may be employed for payment in connection with 
elections. — No per.son other than, or in addition to, those specified in Schedule VI 
Bhall be employed for payment by a candidate or his election agent in connection, 
with an election. 


PART III 
Election petitions 

119. Time within which an election petition shall be presented. — An election, 
petition calling in question on election may, — 

(a) In the case where such petition Is against a returned candidate, be pre- 

sented under section 81 at any time after the date of publication of 
the name of such candidate under section 67 but not later than, 
fourteen days from the date of publication of the notice In the Official 
Gazette under rule 113 that the return of election exuense.s of such 
candidate and the declaration made in respect thereof have been lodged 
with the Returning Officer; and 

(b) In the. case whero there are more returned candidates than one at an 

election and the election petition calls in question the election as a 
whole, be presented under the said section 81 at any time after the 
date of publication of the names of all the returned candidates under 
section 67 but not later than sixty days from the expiration of the 
thne specified in sub-rule (1) of rule 112 for the lodging of the retuma 
of election expenses of those candidates with the Returning Officer, 
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PAET IV 
Miscellaneous 

120. Seats In Parliament or a State Legislature when to become vacant in case 
of an election of the same person to more than one seat. — If a person is elected to 
more than one seat In either House of Parliament or in the House or either House 
of the Legislature of a State, then, unless within ten days from the date of publica- 
tion in the Olllcial Gazette under section 67 of the declarations containing the 
names of that person as having been so elected, or where such publication has 
been made on different dates, unless within ten days from the last of those dates, 
such person resigns all but one of the seats, all the .said seats shall become vacant. 

121. List of members of the State Legislative Assemblies and of the electoral 
colleges. — (1) The Returning Officer for an election by the elected members of 
the Legislative Assembly of a State to All a seat or seats in the Council of States 
or for an election by the members of the Legislative Assembly of a State to fill a 
seat or .seats in the Legislative Council of the State shall maintain in his office a 
list of the elected members or a list of members, as the case may be, of that 
Assembly with their addresses corrected up to date in such form as the Election 
Commission may direct. 

(2) The Returning Officer for an election by the member.s of the electoral 
college for a Part C State or a group of such States to fill a seat or seats in the 
Council of States sh.all maintain In his office a list of members of that electoral 
college with their addresses corrected up to date In such form as the Election Com- 
mission may direct. 

122. Manner of serving the order of reauisition of premises, vehicles, etc. — An 
order of requisition under section 160 shall be served — 

(a) where tho person to whom such order is addressed Is a corporation or 

firm, in the manner provided for the service of summons In rule 2 
of Order XXIX or rule 3 of Order XXX, as the case may be. In the 
First Schedule to the Code of Civil Procedure 1908, (Act V of 1908); 

and 

(b) where the person to whom such order is addressed is an Individual — 
(1) personally by delivering 'or tendering the order, or 

(li) by registered post, or 

(111) where the person cannot be found, by leaving an authentic copy of 
the order with any adult member of his family or by affixing such 
copy to some conspicuous part of the premises in which he is known 
to have last resided or carried on business or personally worked 
for gain. 

123. Time within which an application for reference to arbitration is to be made 
under section 161. — Tho time within which any per, son interested who is aggrieved 
by the amount of compensation determined under sub-section (1) of section 161, or 
within which the owner of a vehicle, vessel or animal who is aggrieved by the 
amount of compensation determined under sub-section (2) of that section, may 
make an application for referring the matter to an arbitrator shall be fourteen days 
from the date of determination of the amount of such compensation.

U all elections — 

(1) one election agent, 

(2) one counting agent, and 

(3) one clerk and one messenger: 

Provided that in the case of an election in a Parliamentary constituency or 
an Assembly constituency or a Council of States, constituency the 
number of clerks and messengers who may be employed for payment 
shall be one clerk and one messenger for every seventyflve thousand 
electors on the electoral roll "of the constituency or portion thereof. 

At elections in which the method of voting by ballot boxes is followed the follow- 
ing persons may be employed for payment in connection with each such election 
in addition to the persons specified In (1), (2) and (3) above, namely; — 

(a) one polling agent and two relief agents for eatih polling station or where 

a polling station has more than one polling booth, for each polling 
booth or for the place fixed under sub-section (1) of section 29 for the 
poll and; 

(b) one messenger at each polling station or where a polling station has more 

than one polling booth, at each such polling booth, or at the place 
fixed under sub-section (1) of section 29 for the poU.
